The movement for week-day relig- 
ious education reported in last week's 
Issue of The News is of general in- 
terest to the community. It is so new 
to us at Antioch that it Is likely to 
take us some weeks to get our bear- 
ings, and 11 la worth while that tlie 
commltteo having the matter In 
charge are planning for further 
study and for the community, to en- 
ter into that study of the problem. 

Tho first question arising In most 
minds naturally is, whether such a 
niovcmeut is necessary. If the work 
of religious training of tlie children 
were being adequately done, then no 
Jiew movement would be called for. 
On tlie other hand, If there is a real 
lack of sufnclent religious education 
of the best quality, then there Is a 
very real need for something to sup- 
plement what effort there is. 

The News wishes to do its part to 
-discover whether there Is a real need 
for such a movement, and If there is, 
to liolp^to promote It, as it Is the first 
aim of this paper to promote the high- 
est interests of the coumiunlty " In 
every possible way. 

"We have made some Inquiry and 
■wo find that those who are actually 
^lolng tho work of the religious train- 
ing of the youth in the community 
JCrankly confess that the efforts they 
Jiavo been making are pletously' in- 
adequate. We learn that the churches 
liavo made surveys which compel 
them to confess that all the churches 
in tho community together are reach- 
ing less than halt the children with 
any religious instruction and that 
sibout two hundred children of school 
iigo are now growing up Ip Antioch 
and vicinity without religious train- 
ing. 

if these ilgures are approximately 
4:orrcct. It would seem to go far to* 
ward- answering tho question of the 
need of something In the way of ef- 
fort to reach the other half of the 
children with religious training. 

But wo ledrn also that tho loaders 
of this work in the community are 
driven by tho facts to confess that 
, the work which they have been doing 
-with the half of the children who are 
under rollgious training are not re- 
<:eivlng more than'' one-fourth of the 
rollgious training which is needed. 
This greatly emphasizes the need for 
some plan Isy which the children of 
tho community shall he glve\i the 
quantity and quality of religious traln- 
whlch thoB« best qualtflcd to judge 
iool Ib vitally necessary for the best 
interests of the community and of the 
children themselves. 

Thee next question, naturally, is 
whether any plan has yet been 
worked out which can steer Its course 
through tho dlfllcultles of our Ameri- 
can community life without running 
amuck. 

Upon this question we find In tho 
report printed last week tho Interest 
ing Information that plans of organ 
izatlon and courses of instruction 
have been worked out which have 
proved so successful that "they are 
now in full operation In many com- 
munities" and "without friction." 

By way of something more specific, 

wo have made some Inquiry as to 

how the plans are working out where 

. they are In operation.

Grand avenue, one of WaiikeFan'F 
chief arterles\^may be pavud lipl'ore 
cold weather! Erassrs Maher and Lib- 
erty Engineering Constnictlon com- 
pany of Chicago which last week was 
awarded the contract for parting In 
the 4 3-4 mile stretch of Grand avenue 
running through AVarren township 
and connecting up with Lake Villa 
road, were in Waukegan oa Monday 
and Informed Charles Russell, county 
superintendent of highways, that they 
will be on the ground next week to 
start, the work of grading and putting 
In the concrete culverts preparatory 
to the actual laying of the roadway. 

They assured Mr. Russell that they 
will not grade* more of the road than 
they are reasonably sure of being 
able to put lu this fall in order that 
Grand avenue may not.be closed as 
an approach to Waukegan to the peo- 
ple of Lake Villa and Antioch.

Has Changed, 

Anchorage. . Alaska. — Ileadjustment 
of wages, bringing u close approach to 
normalcy as applied to mining, has re- 
sulted In a return- of the pendulum 
toward greater, mining activity than 
has been experienced In the history of 
Alaska since the booradaya. 

While the Alaska railroad was build* 
Ing It was Impossible to obtain help 
for mining operations, owing to the 
good wages In railroad construction. 

Kven now there Is a general sliort- 
nge- of miners throughout the terri- 
tory, and every man of experience who 
cares to work Is employed. Mining 
takes on an entirely different com- 
plexion than a few years ago; atten- 
tion Is being given to gaining access 
to known placer deposits suitable for 
hydraulics and dredges, and aside from 
this phase of the placer situation 
tlierc Is little doing save where old- 
timers have a little piece of ground 
from which they may slnlce out a 
grubstake for the winter, and who do 
not care to take out a fortune. 
Mlne^Much Quarti. 

The other pliaso of tho renaissance 
In mining Is conllnod to quurtz, and 
Judging by the encouniglng dlscov- 
erleB, the apparent permanency of ore 
bodies and ability to mine econom- 
ically, the outlook for quartz Is ei- 
ccllent. 

Additional prospecting In the Wil- 
low Creek district has disclosed a 
more extended area, and as nipldly 
ns trails and roadways arc eitended 
the prospector Is bringing commercial 
properties Into being. 

So great has become the lure of the

striking oil. 

Anchorage recently Jointly financed 
a cannery plant by escrowing all sub- 
scriptions until Butllclent capital was 
raised.

Sebeste, wim Is twenty-flve years 
old, was a clerk la a hat factoiy before 
the war and upon being discharged 
entered the army, found he didn't care 
for that sort of thing nnd "gcfld- 
brlckud" Into being di^'liarged as phys- 
ically unfit for service. ^le then drift- 
ed Into tliu postal service and stole 
copiously from letters, for which ho 
was soutcnced to live months In prison. 
Promotes Himself. 

Upon his dlsfJuirge the war was 
getting hotter and ho was again draft- 
ed and In his first *Ji>gagemont at the 
front was burled under u wall of 
earth that caved in from shell fire. 
Having recuperated he was sent to the 
front again, but proceeded to dovelop 
ill health and was sent to the German 
hospital In Coblcnz. Emerging he pro- 
moted himself to the rank of non- 
connnlsshmed oMlcer and conferred a 
decoration of tlie Iron Cross upon him- 
self. WIdle In the hospital he had 
already laid claim to having been a 
student of theology and with the jier- 
mlsslon of the chaplain of the hospital 
comhicted tlie divine services there 
with great fiuccess. 

I'Icnsant as the hospital was he was 
finally sent hack to his outfit, but 
nianaged to escape agnin In Germany, 
where he became tho lellglous lastruc- 
tor In a camp at apandau. Again he 
was successful, but when ho tried to 
oust the chaplain and have himself 
appointed his sinecure ended again 
and once nujre he was sent back to his 
unit In Krance. This time the armis- 
tice came and, having been duly dis- 
charged, he tried the stage. Then 



came tho revolution and ho became a 
self-styled doctor of law and arrived 
In Ilorlin with many decorations und 
tho uniform of an olllcer, when* he wa^j 
welcomed by the Garde Oivalleiv, 
Hchuetzon division, and a.Hslgned as ii 
court ofilcer to the Ilelchs crludnal dc 
partnient of the organization. Ho trleii 
several tricks on the men who ware 
being caught and himself was *jen- 
tenced to six months In prison for 
petty crimes. 

Borrows Huge Sums. 

Discharged again. Sebeste borrowed 
huge sums of money on the pretenHi? 
of being a former ofllcer and swlndlcrl 
a widow of an oflleor out of 20,(KK> 
marks, and stole her papers and those 
of her hrother-In-law, wJio was re- 
ported missing during the war. With 
these crodeutluls he secured money as 
tt dlseluirgod olllcer and went to work 
for harrlsK-rs, who were obliged U* 
discharge him for giving away secret> 
to otlier firms. 

Later he was Imprisoned again, hut 
emerged triumphantly and HuccoedOfl 
in joining tin- Uerlin police, where hit 
swindles brought him his latest sen- 
tence.

"Bucic" Jolirison was at large. His 
absence from tlie penitentiary was dis- 
covered hail!

Perhaps It was because of the kid 
slie sometimes brought with her. * The 
child had been ailing of lute, not ex- 
pecfed to live, In fact, and Johnson 
hud written n desperate, halMlllterute 
letter to the gowrnor, begging to be 
allowed to go nnd see the clilld before 
it died. Of course no answer came. 
Who was going to trouble nboi^t a ne- 
gro's letter? It was after that that 
Johifsoii became desperate. He at- 
tacked a guard In tiie turpentine con- 
voy, and hud to be chained. Now he 
had gone. 

Of course he had struck for his 
home, twelve miles across the swamps. 
Negroes -never had any sense; tliey 
were like folds mnkmg for their 
earths. Bloodliounds were quickly 
upon the trnll. 

However, Johnson had had an hour's 
start, and he Imd a fair chance of 
making the distance before he was 
caught. That lie would he caught, no 
one doul)ted. Tiiere was a posse of 
four nrined guards with the warden, 
nnd they were instrducted to shoot 
Buck Johnson if he showed fight. 

Buck Johnson niade'hls way straight 
us a bee toward bis home? Tlie coun- 
try was a wilderness of pine and pal- 
metto. Here and tliere wore mangrove 
swamps, in which lie sank waist high. 
He pushed through Impenetrable un- 
dergrowtli, heedless of tlie scratches 
and tears. He was caked witli blond 
and mud, he looked hardly a human 
being.

The Judge's niUng came as a cliinnx 
ti> a series of decisions adverse to th< 
shopmen during the hearing on tho 
govennncnt's motion *» make pernin- 
nent tho tempornry Injunction. 

The reatllng of thu voluminous 
charges, hi the form oi an allldavlt, 
came nt the end of a lirlstllng nrgn- 
ment hy Donald U. Ulchherg, couiisol 
for the shoimien. In which he hltterly 
arraigned Attorney acncrul Daugh- 

erty. 

Mr. RUhhcrg, his voice vibrating 
through the corridors of the court- 
room, charged that the "attorney gen- 
eral had hetrnyed the cnnndenec of 
tho court and was betraying respect 
for the court and for law and ordt^r." 
lie assi-rtcd In his order that Mr. 
Daugherty*s Injunction bill was haRod 
on a false premise nnd a misconcep- 
tion of the law. 

At the end of Jlr. Tllchherg's argu- 
ment, however, .Tudge* Wllker.son an- 
nounced he was not satlslled the gov- 
enmient had not presented snlllclent 
evidence to merit a complete hearing 
of Us charges In the plea to make the 
Injunction pcrnmnont. 

Assistant Solicitor General I'.lnek- 
biirn Ksterllne then began rending tlie 
sfvcalled *'Daugherty nllldnvlt," oon- 
.tnlnlng the charges against the strik- 
ers, which contained the Plgnalure of 
Chester A. MacGnlre, secretary to At- 
torney General Dnugherty, who also 
Is an assistant attorney gencnil.

tio.i Too Drastically — Ending of the 

Anthracite Strike — Landslide for 

La Follette In WlGconsin— 

Greeks Whipped by Turks.

SETTLEMENT of the railway sliop- 
iiiea's strike may be ut bund. Last 
week B. M. Jewell, bead of the aliop 
<;runa, called their policy commltteo 
to meet in Chicago Septeaibor 11, the 
iloy set lor hearings ou the motion to 
make pennanent the sweeping Injunc- 
tion obtained by Attorney Gcuerul 
Dnugberty. There .are 00 members of 
the committee, and sumo of them ijald 
freely that it was obvious tbut a set- 
tlement was In sight. 

President Wlllard of tlie Baltimore 
& Ohio was said to bo working on a 
plan for separate ugreements. 

On tlie other hand, various railway 
executives llatly denied that any move- 
ment was on foot looking to an agree- 
ment with the shopmen. Tbclr chalr- 
nnm, T. DeWItt Cuyler, asserted the 
railways already bad won the strike, 
that on September 1 they hud aOS.OOO 
Ehopmeu ut work, and are adding tliou- 
sands dally to tbclr shop forces. 

Criticism of the unparalleled- In- 
clustvencss of the Injunction Issued by 
Judge Wllkersou was not conllned to 
labor circles by any means, bebig 
fibarcd by members of congress, umn.r 
editors and otlier presumably unbi- 
ased i)ersons. Probably taking note 
of this fact, the administration let It 
be known tliat the government bad 
no intention of enforcing the Injunc- 
tion to the point, of abridgment of 
i'rce speech or otherwise Invading the 
constitutional liberties of citizens. At- 
torney General Daugherty Indicated 
that there would be no Interference 
Willi labor meetings "held for lawful 
purjioscs," but tlmt the government 
would stop in If the strike meetings 
were for the purpose of "inciting 
riots" or other violation .of the law, 
So far organized labor has practically 
Ignored the restraining order, but the 
government agents, wlille keeping 
«lose watch on the proceedings, have 
done little In the way of attempting 
enforcement. NaturoHj', on Labor day, 
the union leaders, from President 
<Jompcrs "down, took tlio opportunity 
to attack bitterly the action of tlic 
attorney genornl. Later the labor 
chiefs mapped out a plan of attack on 
the Injunction, seeking counter-UiJunc- 
tlons. 

Talk of a general strike largely sub- 
sided during the week, for nil but the 
more radical laborites rocognl7.ed that 
Hucb a thing, Idthcrto unknown In tho 
United States, could not succeed. 
They probably realize, also, that the 
workers, no less than the rest of tho 
population, would be deprived of most 
of the necessities and comforts of life 
by a genenii strike. 



OPERATOItS nnd minors In tho an- 
tbraclte Holds accepted the terms 
proposed by Senators Pepper and 
Ileeil, and the strike was settled by an 
agreement vhlch, llko that In the bi- 
tuminous case.

JOHN H. CLARKE^ of Ohio resigned 
•J as associate Justice of tlic Supreme 
court of the United Slates, and George 
H. Sutherland, former senator from 
Utull, was appointed to fill the vacancy 
and cuullrmed by the senate. .Tustlce 
Clarko gave slight reasons for his 
resignation except that lie had reached 
the ago for retirement. He was ap- 
pointed by President Wilson In 1910 
and had sometimes been criticised by 
conscr\'atIvcs because of his decidedly 
liberal tendencies. Mr. Sutherland, 
whose great legal ability Is widely 
recognized, Is classed ns a liberal. 
He was born in England In 1802 and 
received his education In the schools 
of Utah and the University of ailcbl- 
gun. He Is a close personal friend of 
President Harding. 



O UNNING true to form, the Itepub- 
■tv iicans of Wisconsin renominated 
United b'tutes Senator Kohert M. La- 
Follette In tlie primaries last Tues- 
day. Noono with any knowledge of 
the situation expected they would do 
otherwise. However, "Bob's" majority 
was probably a surprise even to him, 
being well over 200,000 according to 
Incomplete returns. It was a landslide 
and carried with It the entire slate 
hacked by LaFoIlettc, including Gov- 
ernor J. J. Blaine, who won by more 
than ir»0.000. Rev. W. A. Ganfleld, 
college president and candidate of the 
Anti-Saloon league, was unable to de- 
tach from the -senator's support nmny 
of tho Ilepubllcan drys although La 
Follette la openly wet. Then, too, 
tho senator naturally received tlie 
votes of the large population of Teu- 
tonic origin. Tho one aurprlso of tho 
tiay was the defeat of Congressman A. 
P. Nelson of the Superior district by 
H. H. Peavey. Nelson Is a prominent 
lender of the drya and bis downfall 
was accomplished by a combination of 
tho LaFoIlctte organization and tho 
Association Opposed to Prohibition, 

Tho Democratic nominee for sonator 
against Ln Follette Is Mrs. Jossie J. 
Hoover of Osbkosli. 

In the second Domocrntic sonatorlnl 
primary In Mississippi, uccoriJIng to 
partial returns, former Sonnter James 
K. Vardaman was beaten by Hubert 
D. Stephens, former con/;res8nmn. 
\Voodrow Wilson, when Informed of 
this, expressed his satisfaction, which 
will be shared by the American pub- 
lic generally. 

GUEECB'S army Ii: Asia Mlaor has 
been almost domullshcd by tho 
forces of KenuU Pasha, the nationalist 
leader, nnd at this writing the latter 
Is not far from Smyrna. The situa- 
tion for the foreign colony In tlmt city 
Is critical and British and American 
v.-arshlpa have arrived there to pro- 
tect their nationals. There bnve been 
some bloody encounters between tho 
opposing armies, but for tlie most part 
it appears tho Greeks have retired, In 
considerable confusion, without put- 
ting up much of a light. The Turkish 
leaders arc said to bo much superior 
to the* Greek conunnnUers. It was 
reported that General Trlcoupls, re- 
cently made comnmndcr In chief of 
the Greek forces, was captured by tbo 
ICcmnllsts. 

The Greek morale, botli In S'myrna 
and Athens, seemed to have been 
broken. Jlovemonts were said to have 
been started to compel King Constan- 
tino to abdicate and there wore rumors 
that the cabinet was nhout to resign 
and that Former Premier Vcnlzelos 
■would return to power. However, ■, it 
was stated that tho govenmiout wohid 
not consider tho evacuation of Smyrna 
or the surrender of the Greek mandate 
In Thrace. Both of those things tlio 
Turks demand before they will talk 
of pence. Tho Kenmllsts, and tliQ 
French wlw> are friendly to them, 
blame Gceut Brltnla for its support 
of the Greeks and their claims, A 
rising of Turks on the south side of 
the Dardanelles lias alarmed the Brit- 
ish, who are concentrating on Gal- 
llpoll peninsula to check a possible 
march on Constantinople. Bulgaria 
has taken advantage of the aituatlon 
by sending to Athens n^w demands 
concerning Thrace. 




'T^HE assembly of tlie League of 
J- Nations Is holding another ses- 
sion in Geneva and Augustin iSduards, 
Chilean mmlster to England, was' 
elected Its president. The chief mat- 
ter before the league is tho Austrian 
situation. Chancellor Selpel presented 
the case for tbo suffering little repub- 
lic and tried to make it clear that 
unless the allies granted Immediate 
and liberal relief, Austria might have 
to merge with another nation, possibly 
Germany— which would violate tho 
treaty of Versalllea — or preferably 
Czeclioslovakia, or maybe Italy, .which 
desires such an outcome. The league 
council, after hearing the chancellor, 
soothed blin with honeyed words and 
referred to a committee tho entire 
question of how Austria shall be aided 
and under what guarantees. Selpel 
scored the British and French banks 
In Vienna whoso manipulations added 
to the downward crasli of the crown 
and prevented the Austrian govern- 
ment from taking constructive meas- 
uro4 "Austria realizes she must sub- 
mit to flimncial control to obtain suras 
necessary to her salvation, but this 
must not affect her sovereignty," .xe 
said. 

Groat Brltala's seizure of the entire 
phosphate deposit on the Island of 
Nauru in the Pacific was tho Subject 
of protest to the league council by 
the United States, and Marquis Im- 
perlall of Italy also demanded Infor- 
mation concerning this. The treaty 
of Versailles provides for equal ex- 
ploitation opportimlty of national re- 
sources In mandated territory by the 
allied and associated nations. After a 
heated debate Lord Balfour considered 
nnd finally consented to the "request 
for additional Infortnatlon ns long 
ns it Is expressly understood there 
Is no criticism ot the British govern- 
ment's action," 



TTUGO STINNES;* German industrial 
'■^ magnate, and Senator do Lube> 
sue, president of the commltteo on 
French devastated regions, have made 
an agreement providing for tho do- 
liverj' by Germany of one billion dol- 
lars' worth of reconstruction materia' 
and work. To obviate tho bad effect 
of liaving many Germans working la 
France, do Lubcrsac explains. It wna 
arranged that the greater part of tho 
labor will be utilized In Germany. Tlio 
German manufacturers of tho goods 
delivered are to have per ceat profit. 
The Socialist press in Germany" attacks 
tho whole plaa as purely a selfish con- 
tract at the expense of tbo German 
government and labor, and It esti- 
mates Stinnes' profits at 45,000,000,000 
marks. 

Dr. Hermes, German flnanco minis- 
ter, Is negotiating with Belgium con- 
cerning guarantees for six-month treas- 
ury certificates which Germany Is to 
give Belgium In lieu of cash. Ills 
diniculty Is threefold; for he must 
satisfy not only the Belgians, but 
also tho German cabinet and German 
financial and Industrial leaders. It 
seems likely he will have to seek for 
tlio guarantees from f9relgn financiers. 



SECIIETARY OF STATE HUGHES 
and his party arrived at lUo do 
Janeiro, were given* an enthusiastic 
reception nnd housed la a palace, aad 
on Thursday tlio celebration of the 
one hundrodtb anniversary of Brazilian 
independence was inaugurated with 
linpvesslvo ceremonies and patriotic 
festivities. The centennial exposition 
Is still fur from complete but will be 
opened soon. It Is Interesting to note 
that at tho presidential reception 
Secretary Hughes took second place 
to Mgr. CberubinI, ambassador from 
tbo Vatican, bornuse Brazil Is a 
Catholic country. Two Inmiense Vati- 
can guards In red utiiforms and gold 
helmets accompanied tbo representa- 
tive of tho Pope,. 

Although the- aviators who started 
from Now York for Brazil In tho sea- 
plane Snmpalo Correla came to grief 
a few days after the start and their 
piano was wrecked, they aro proceed- 
ing on their way In another machine, 
and aro now In Caribbean waters.

SOY BEANS FOR HOME 

GROWN. DAIRY PORTION 
With the Increased use of soy beans 
as a farm crop it will be possible for- 
every farm to produce Its own protein 
feed to balance the corn and small 
grains. 

Soy bean meal is a new product 
now being manufactured . and indica- 
tions are that in time it will replace 
oil meal and cotton seed meal in the 
districts where these products are not 
home grown. 

.' Soy bean meal contains more pro- 
( tein than tho beat grade of cotton 
seed meal and makes a good feed for 
both cattle and hogs. Soy bean straw' 
after the beans are threshed out 
makes a fairly good roughage and 
when cut for hay is equal to alfalfa. 
, The plant Is a legume and conse- 
aueniiy a soil builder. 

The possibility of growing a com- 
pletely balanced ration on our Luke 
county farms and at the same time 
add another soil building crop to our 
regular rotation is an attractive prop- 
oaiiion. 

A number of our farmers have 
grown beans on a small scale this 
year. Reports coming to the Farm 
Buredu show that they aro pleased 
with/ti;o resiilts.

ium sized, creamy white with crink- 
ly petals and purple flaes at center; 
Maflo Lq Molno, pure white and 
cream — extra late variety; and I^Ion- 
sleur Du Pont, a pure whito with 
splashed crimson center. 

Among tho ptnk varitles may he 
found tho Edulls Superba, very large, 
round and fluffy, — a rich, mauve pink, 
— one of the earliest and fragrant; 
Grandlflorn, rose shaded with white; 
Livingstone, beautiful, large flowered 
late pink, — roso pink buds developing 
to silver pink flowers; Venus, pale 
hydrangea, pink, shading to light 
pink at edges, very sweetly fragrant 
and with largo blooms, — a midsum- 
mer variety.

Do Not Plant Too Deep 
m placing the plants in the holes, 
do not place tho crowns too deep,— 
only about 3 In. beIo\v the surface, 
as too deep planting will make a 
great difference in their blooming ca- 
pacity. After the fall planting, cov- 
er with a mulch of coarse, strawey 
manure, keeping it there until spring. 
In tho spring, w'atering about tho 
roou once or twice eack week will 
encourage tlio blooms. Always keep 
the soil loosely cultivated and free 
from weeds, ' 

Every year the peony plants re- 
quire a heavy fertilizing with stable 
manure or bono meal, as they are the 
heartiest feeders of all garden flowers 
and need an abundance of plant food. 
If, for any reason, the plants do not 
seem to be doing well. In early Sep- 
tember carefully dig up the peony 
clumps with a garden fork, and divide 
so as to leave only 4 to C eyes (which 
produce next year's shoots) on top of 



000 animals were used, the United 
States Department of Agriculture Is 
continuing tho investigations with 
poultry and swine, making use of 
many' facts developed In tho tests 
with the smaller animals.

RECORD HEIGHT REACHED BY 
■ WEATHER BUREAU BALLOON 
A record height for tho Washington 
district was reached recently |)y the 
balloon sent up by tho weather bu- 
reau of the United States iJetmrtmont 
of Agriculture in connection with its 
observations of upper air conditions. 
Tho balloon was seen to burst at li2- 
590 meters, a height of about 13 
inllos. after being watched 123 mln- 
utes. 

Tho acrologlcal sarvico of ihe 
weather bureau releases a balloon 
i.Micil vVith hydrogen gaa twire dally, 
at S a. ni. and at 3 p. m., from iho 
roof of flio weather bureau buPdlng, 
provided tliero is no rain. The object 
is to get tho direction and velocity of 
wind movements at vnrioim eleva- 
tions as far as the balloon can be ob- 
served. Those ballooua are small 
about 2 1-2 feet In diameter when In- 
fiated, and made of the finest quailly 
uncolorcd rubber, Tho watching is 
done through a theodolite, and the 
timo Is kept by a clock which sounds 
an alarm every minute. Tho diHtauce 
the balloon travels is caioulated from 
known compulations of how high a. 
balloon of given weight will rise per 
minute. 

The Information obtained is useful 
to those Interested In flyirtg, and 
wlien recorded on charts showing 
conditions at various elevations for 
each of the 15 stations of the weather 
bureau scattered over tho United 
States which make these particular 
observations It Is an nid In the dally 
taak of weather forecasting. An un- 
usual point In connection with this 
record height reached on Aug. 17 was 
tho fact that, aUhough tho general 
drift of winds In the Washington dis- 
trict Is from west to east, the prevail- 
ing winds on this day were from cast 
and northeast.

I .... 
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Total Eclipse 
of the Sun on 
September 21 



The fact tliat you do not live on tlio 
east coaat of Africa, Aiiatralhi or on 
Islands In the Houthern Pacific ocean 
relieves you of the unpIeaBaniness of 
a dark day, Septeniljer 21. 

On tliat Uato, according to Prof 
Edwiu B. Frost of, the University 
of Chicago and director of tiio 
Yerkes observatory, a total solar 
eclipse will occur over Unit region. 

The moon, ,comIng between the 
earth and Uie sun, will cast a 
shadow which avIII sweep over the 
southern sea from a point off the 
eastern coast of Africa near the 
equator, cross a few scattered Islands 
and the continent of Australia and 
then out to the southern Pacific ocean, 
he said. 

Tills train of the shadow will bo 
about 115 miles wide. The duration 
of totality at different points will 
vary from three to six minutes and 
Professor Frost declared this to be 
an unusually long eclipse. 

Expeditions from various astronomi- 
cal instltutlouB will be eatiibllshed 
at favorable points to study the 
eclipse. 

* The total eclipse of the sun al- 
ways has been one of nature's most 
thrilling spectacles," said Professor 
Frost "It gives a momentary 
gilmpSG of the mysterious veil sur- 
roumling the sun, 'called the corona, 
which Is never visible at any other 
time. Gigantic rosy eruptions of 
llowing gas also may he seen along 
the rim of the eclipsed sun." 

September 10, 1923, ho said, a to- 
tal solar ccllpao will touch the coast 
of the United States at Santa Bar- 
bara and San Dlefeo. Cal. The Islands 
off the Pacific coast, notably Santa 
Catnllna. will he well situated for sta- 
tions. The track of the shadow will 
sweep southeast across Mexico. Pre- 
parations for observing this eclipse 
already have been stated by several 
American observatories. 

After the one of lOli.'!, the next 
total solar eclipse that can be ob- 
served under favorable conditions in 
United States will be August 21, 
2017.

CLOTHES FOR THEIR GIRLS 
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BETTER-SIRES ENROLLMENT 

PASSES THE 8,000 MARK 

With the growing understanding 
of the utility value of purebred live 
stock and especially purebred sires, 
the list of persons enrolled In the 
"Better Sires— Better Stock" cam- 
paign is rapidly Increasing. The mid- 
dle of August It passed the S,UOU mark 
signifying that many persons have fil- 
ed statements with the United States 
Department of Agriculture that their 
live-stock breeding operations will be 
contfiicted henceforth on a pure-bred- 
slre basis. This includes all classes 
of domestic live stock. Including poul- 
try. 

In some counties of limited area 
the number of farms Is relatively 
small. Gordon B. Nance, county 
agent of Oldham county, Ky., points 
out however, tlmt although his coun- 
ty has only 1,0S6 farms, 10 per cent 
of the farmers have signed enroll- 
ment blanks, which signified active 
participation in systematic livestock 
improvement work. Other counties 
In which 10 per cent or more of the 
farmers are using pure-bred sires ex- 
clusively are: Pulaski County, Va., 
52 per cent; Kittitas County, Wash., 
18 per cent; Greene County, Ohio, 13 
per cent; and Orange County, Va., 10 
per cent. In this connection the Bur- 
eau of Animal Industry points out 
that the proportions are for all farms 
in which live stock Is the principal 
market product probably iwould be 
much higher.

HOME SEWING METHODS 

Farm women In many sections are 
cooperating actively In clothing work 
as carried on with the assistance of 
State and county extension workers. 
In this work local representatives or 
leaders, selected by the various com- 
munities In a county, come together 
at some convenient point for training. 
Provided with the necessary teaching 
helps, these women repeat to organ- 
ize groups'ln their own neighborhood 
the Instruction they have received 
and gather up reports on work done. 
The success of local leadership Is duo 
not only to the ability and devotion 
of local women but to the simple, 
practical basis to which extension 
workers have reduced their teaching. 
According to reports received by 
the United States Department of 
Agriculture the things that are receiv- 
ing particular attention are the mak- 
ing and use of dress forms; alteration 
of patterns and making t)f fltted-to- 
j measure foundation patterns ; cloth- 
llng construction processes; romodcl- 
! Ing; renovation; garment flnlshcs; 
I use of machine attachments; clothing 
hygiene, including the selection of 
shoes and corsets; millinery; and se-| 
lection of textile materials and ready- 
made clothing for quality and design. 
As a result of the work, farm women 
have been enabled to Improve tlielr 
ability to select materials and to re- 
model and make garments and other 
articles of clothing at home.

Child labor in these backward states is competi- 
tively unfair to industry in the stales that have re- 
sponded to the moral and social idcala of our people. 
But far beyond this, the moral and economic results of debilitated, illit- 
erate and untrained manhood and \romanhood that must spring from 
these cesspools ^vhere d.ild labor is encouraged and is legittmate, infect 
tho entire nation. 

All of ufl would agree in the wish that the sense of local government 
and local responsibility in our country- were such that each and cverv 
state would advance itself to Uie forefront of progress in this, so vital k 
question. It would be far better for the future of the republic if this 
y^TQ tryo. With the growing population and growing complexitv of our 
industrial and social life, the constant resort to federal contnil for solu- 
tion of diHicultics will yet undermine the very basis of social progress 
by the destruction of sense of local responsibility. 

However, if it is impossible to secure this necessao' s^ifoguard to our 
Fople by local government, I am one of those who consider the lo«cs in 
our sense of local responsibility are less than the losses to the nation as 
ft whole, and If all else fails I stand for amendment to the f^leral Con- 
Btitutmn that will give the necessary power and autliority to compel action 
in these states which are negligent of their responsibilities.

DY RADIO" WEATHER SERVICE 
More than 2000, hours of operating 
time, worth at a conservative esti- 
mate .5150,000, has been saved in navi- 
gating interests on the Great Lakes 
In a single aoasori by moans of the 
radio advices sent out from one of 
(ho smaller wcatlier bureau stations 
on thoo lakes. There is no way of aa- 
ceriafnlug definitely how .large Is the 
total saving efifected. by the Great 
Lakes radio weather service, which 
Is one of the many activities of Uio 
United States department of aKriciil- 
ture. Vessels are not only warned off 
the lakes because of approaching 
storms, but thoy are also advised 
when it Is safe to proceed and what 
route to take to avoid heavy seas and 
adverse currents. When boats are 
I idle the overhead expense averages

this year called for the construction 
of one thousand miles' of standard 
18-foot pavements. lillnqla entered 
the year with 580 miles of unflnlahed 
contracts which Were let late In the 
fall of 1921 in order to Insure prompt 
work in the spring of 1922. During 
this year additional Vion^racts have 
been let for "541 milea, bringing the 
total of paving contracts under way 
up to 1121 nillea. Had conditions 
been at all favorable, this would have 
assured the carrying out of the Gov- 
ernor's plans. 

The construction of a thousand 
miles of pavements is a proposition, 
the magnitude of which Is little real- 
ized by the general public. To trans- 
port the materials required for this 
construction in one continuous train 
would require a. train pf cars one 
thousand miles long. At tho average 
freight rate speed, this' train would 
require one hundred days to pass, a 
given point. "When It is realized that 
the construction season In Illinois 
covers a period of only a few months 
and provides only 120 working days, 
it can bo seen that it would take tho 
entire construction seiison for- the 
train to pass n given point. 

This paving program was supple- 
mented by a large program of heavy 
grading and bridge. 

At the peak of construction opera- 
tions this year, 93 large paving mix- 
ers were operating at full blast. Dur- 
ing tho week ending August 31st, 33 
of these mixers were entirely shut 
down and 30 more Were running on 
about half time duo to the shortage 
of materials brought about by" tho„re- 
cent industrial situation. During the 
week of July 27th, the Department 
of Public Works and Duihlings, Di- 
vision of Highways, constructed 41 
miles of IS-foot pavement, this being 
the highest week's record In history. 
Some contractors laid as high as G500 
feet of pavement In one week and tho 
largest day's run for one mixer was 
1305 feet or practically one-quarter 
of a mile. It was felt that the week's 
production of roads would run as 
high as 50 miles, and at that rate, one 
thousand miles completed pavcnieuts 
was assured. 

Then- tho Industrial crisis began to 
make Itself felt in road work. The 
cement manufacturers felt the pinch 
of, co.'il_ ahor.tnge and many of ^he 
mills' were .shut down entirely while 
oU:crs operated on a hand to moutli 
basis. .In view of tho fact that la 
takes about -200 pounds of co'al to 
manufacture 3s6 pounds of cemon.t 
the relation ot the coal shortage to 
tho cement shortage becomes appar- 
ent. Some of the largest producers 
have been shipping cement entirely 
from stock nnd ovoii these shipments 
have been seriously impaired by the 
shortage of box cars caused by the 
recent heavy movements of grain'. 
Therefore, on. account of curtailed 
production and Uie dlfllcultles In se- 
curlng.cars, together with the general 
drop In 'railroad transportation efilc- 
lency duo to tho rail strike, numy con- 
tractors have been unable to obtain 
cement and have necessarily been 
forced to shut down. 

At the peak' of operational approxi- 
mately 7100 men and 1400 teams were 
employed on State road work alone 
not counting the employes engaged 
in tho production of cement, sand 
and stone and other road materials. 
The abutting down ot roud work has 
forced large numbers, out of employ- 
ment. 

Coal, for. the production of coment, 
was placed at the bottom of tho Hat 
in the classKlcatlon of the Federal 
Fuel 'Administrator, a" similar claa- 
alficatlon occurred In priority order 
No. 23 of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. 

At the ' present time, the resump- 
tion of coal-shlpnienta Is seriously af- 
fecting the movement of sand and 
stone for road purposes. Under the 
priority orders of the Interstate Com- 
merce Cbminisalon, open top cars 
have all been placed in the coal ser- 
vice nnd except In a few -cases tho 
only opportunity of using these cars 
for stone or sand slilpments Is In the 
case of hack haiil to tho mines. Many 
contractors are at the present Hlmo 
shut down on account, of lack of sand 
and stone rather than on account of 
cemeut .As coal shlpmonta Increase, 
It can only be d:;pectod that this situ- 
ation will become more acute, and It 
becomes necessary for the general 
public to take cognizance of the con- 
dItIons"whlch were, beyond the con- 
trol of the State Government, anil to 
rea!l;!o that tho Department of Public 
Works " and Buildings, Division of 
Highways' of the State, Is powerless

Illinois has optlmls- 
tlcally avoided this course and has 
eliminated discrimination In the dis- 
tribution of the available materials to 
the greatest possible extent. 

In conclusion. Illinois will have a 
banner year In spite of tho trouble.s 
which have been encountered, and it 
Is hoped that the pavement program 
will roach a total of at least 700 miles 
for the season.

If It woro not for the beads In tlio 
ctmrnctcrlBtlc curve, tlie thrce-elec* 
trodo vacuum tube could not bo luudc 
to produce oscillations of constiuit uiu- 
>plltudc wbcn self excited. It Is cuslly 
jseen tlmt IC the chunictcrlstlc curve 
were a straight line, the operation of 
the tuhe would be so unstable as to 
rcnder'the tube uselcsH as un oscUla- 
tlon generator. A third condition of 
relative, values of potential variations 
can exist, tlmt Is, when the grid cir- 
cuit-potential ynrintlonB arc less than 
the potential variations existing In the 
tuntiu circuit between the points X and 
y. When this coiuUtlon exists, the 
oscillations In the tuned circuit cannot 
be, maintained but tlic decrease In ani- 
idltudo In the tuned circuit oscillations 
■will reduce tlie grid excitation, and the 
tube will finally cense to oscillate. 

Thus the coupling that exists be- 
tween the plate circuit through the 
tuned circuit Indvictance L and the 
grid circuit tlirough the 'biductance I, 
control the conditions that will, or wUI 
not cause the tube to act as a gener- 
ator of undamped oscillations.

By sub- 
stlluting In the oacIllaUng circuit M-N 
the capacity of an antenna with re- 
spect to the ground, we have the coa* 
tinuous transmitter shown in Fig. XL. 

By placing a iiey In tlie "B" or phito 
battery to turn the plate battery off 
and on the. start and stop, the tube os- 
cillating dots and dashes can be sent 
out by varying the coupling between 
tlio grid and •plate colls 1 and L and 
the antenna circuit, the transmitter la 
adjusted for maximum power output. 
To odjuat the wave lengtli the value of 
the antenna Inductxmce Is-varled.

SHADES FOR SPORTS CLOTHES 



{Prapar«d by the Unlleil Statoi Department 
ot Agrlcultura.) 

A fiy trap, wlilch appears from ex- 
tensive tests made by the United 
States Department of Agriculture to 
be best for efilectlve trapping', durabil- 
ity, ease of construction and repair, 
and cheapness, may. be made as fol- 
lows : 

It consists essentially of a screen 
cylinder witli a frame made of bar- 
rel boopa, In the bottom of which is In- 
serted a screen cone. The hulght of 
the cylinder Is 24 Inches, the diameter 
18 Inches, and the cone Is 22 Inches 
lilgh, an(3 18 Inches In diameter at tlie 
base. The material necessary for this 
tririi consists of four. new or second- 
hand, wooden barrel hoops, one l)arrel 
Iiend, four laths, 10 feet of strips one 
to one and one-balf inches wide oy 
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the former conditions the tube Is used 
In continuous wave telegraphy aud In 
radiophone transmitters. 

When operating under the latter 
conditions, the tube Is used In "regen- 
oratlvo" circuits of radio receivers to 
produce enormous ninpllflcatlon. Wlien 
used In radio receiving circuits, of such 
kind that energy la transferred from 
the plate circuit to the grid circuit, wo 
Iia\e the famous "Armstrong regenera- 
tive" or "feed back" circuit which Is 
.no generally used at the present time. 

Any vacuum tube radio receiver can 
be made regenerative by arranging tlie 
circuit In such a manner that the plate 
circuit energy Is fed back Into the grid

When some members of a family aro^ 
strongly prejudiced agiilust such fia- 
vora as .onion, curry, bay leafj garlic 
or celery, while others deplore the lack 
of tliese fidvors lu cookery, the liouse- 
keeper is at a loss to know how to 
suit everybody. As a rule, however, 
the most skillful cooksare those who 
know bow to use Just a suggestion of 
fiuvorlng where It adds greatly to tlio 
effect of a dish but almost defies de- 
tection. TIius a salad Is indefinably 
better for having a bit of garlic rubbed 
around the bowl In which the dressing 
Is mbced; an* oxtail soup Is Improved 
by a thin half slice of lemon added to 
each portion at serving time; veal cut- 
let is tastier If a few drops of lemon,; 
onion Juice and ^Vorcestershlre sauce 
are sprlnliled over tlie meat before H: 
la cooked; white sauce for creamed' 
chicken is Just "different" for having 
a saltspoonful (or even one-quarter of: 
that amount) of curry powder added,* 
even though )t Is to be served to per- 
sons who would ordinarily have notlu 
Ing to do witli curried chicken. 

To use onion flavor so tlmt it will 
not be objectionable to tliosc who dis- 
like to meet a chunk of onion in any 
dish, the United States Department oO 
Agriculture suggests stiueezlng the 
Juice out with a lemon squeezer. To 
llnvor a milk soup or sauce witli onloa 
or celery a few pieces of eltlier maj^ 
be cooked with the milk a few minutes 
and tlien removed before the soup la 
completed. Bay leaf Judiciously used 
gives a touch to mauy soups, gravies 
and Jellied stocks which Is pleasing If 
sufilcientiy masked. The secret of: 
clever llavoring is to add unusual In-j 
gredients delicately imd not obtru-J 
sively.

A dozen of tliese may bo 
made at a cost of one cent."

Combined they practically destroy tlia 
value of "cream for whipping.

of that community urolilghly pleased 
■with tlielr , efforts. We have In An- 
tioch some people who can giye first- 
hand Information on the , work at 
Gary.. They -say that ^mothlng .like 
twice 'as many childiiei^' are taking 
the week-day religious education as 
could be gotien Into all the Sunday 
Schools. Asked whether they Icnow 
of any friction between the' various 
groups in the community produced 
by the week-day religious education, 
Uie answer was, "Not the slightest." 
The Public school teachers of Gary 
report a marked improvement In the 
general, behavior of the chlldron; 
which materially lessens the problem 
of discipline In the schools. 

In Oak Park the work has been In 
operation two years. Last year there 
were 1,800 enrolled. The parents and 
the children are reported to bo so 
well pleased with the work that tliey 
confidently expect the enrollment to 
jump from 1,800 to about 3,000 when, 
tlicy open for work this fall. _ 

We learn that this movement Is 
now growing so rapidly tlmt the uni- 
versities all over the country, are find- 
ing such a demand for teachers and 
and supervisors of religious educa- 
tion that they have put elaborata 
courses on religious education Into 
curricula, and are' now turning out 
each year hundreds of -trained experts 
as teachers and directors, of religious 
education. 

The movement bids fair to become 
very general throughout the country 
very soon.

-^ ceremony which hedged In the 
former court of Austrin have iilwnys 
malntalDcd tlifit. the trnglc disappear 
ance of JohnnnVshlviitor. archduke of 
Austria, prince of Hiinmiry and grand 
ducat prince of Tuscany. couHln of 
lYaiicIa Joseph and son of Leopold II, 
■wna due as much to his mdlad tend- 
encies and the fact that Jie perslated 
In nlrlnp hia views in print as to his 
Infatuation for Ludmllla Stuliel. the 
beautiful dmiKhter of u Vienna shop- 
keeper. In furthornncc of this opin- 
ion, thej advance the unass:illnblc evi- 
dence that Kaiser Wllhelm Insisted 
upon tJie punlshuipnt of ArcliduUe

:Vccordln« to all avallnblo reports, 
there was no doubt of Ludnillla's 
beauty, but a nuirrhme between an 
irchduke of the royal blood and the 
ilauBhter of a poor shopkeeper was 
too nuicli for the hiph-splrltcd Hnps- 
hurpa to swallow without a Ktrupj:lc, 
Tohann, however, lufonned all who 
trouKht bim messaKCR from his titled 
kinsmen that ho was no lonjier of the 
royal houst;— that he had renounced 
ill ills claims to the honors which 
^vere his by rl^Iit of birth, and that 
Iienccforth lie could be nothing' more 
than .Tohann Salvator, a private cltl- 
^.en of th(! world. 

VVIicn It hecaino known that he 
really Intended airrj'lnj,' through his 
wild plan, even force was resorted to

nnce. hut he concealed his Identity un- 
der the name of John Orth— the mime 
wlildi he had used In courthiR Lud- 
mllla Stubel— and the pair were has- 
lUy nnirrled, and then escatwd to Lon- 
don. Here, still retalnlUK his adopted 
name, ttie arduluke chartered the hark 
I\IarKhnrita, sljrned up a captain and 
crmv luid sailed for South America, 
where the sidp had formerly been en- 
jraKCd In the nitrate trade. 

The BtarKharita'H usual- course was 
hetween Buejios Aires nnd Valparaiso, 
and, after nuiklns seveml successful 
trips, slie nnally left the former port 
on July l.'J, 1800— and vanlslted as 
completely as If tlie sea had opened 
and swallowed her. Despite tlie most 
diligent searches, undertaken at the In- 
stlptttlon of the Austrian Kovemment, 
nnthlnK definite was ever heard of the 
ship or tlie members of the crew, 
ihouKh rumors that Archduke Joluinn 
Imd beeji seen at many times and In 
many places have been current from 
(hat day to this. Tlie most credible of 
tlie.se reports Is that made by an otll- 
clul Investlpator of the UruRuay gov- 
ernment, who secured uflldavlta to the 
effect that the MarRharlta had put 
la at a lonely place on the coast 
of that country, where the name hud 
been painted out and slie had then 
soiled up the Uruiniay river. "Orth," 
the report stated, had then paid olt Ida 
cit'w, and with tlie help of two or three 
of hlH Intimate companions had set sail 
farther Inland— but here the trail was 
lost, never to he refound. 

DurlnK the Chilean war Archduke 
Johnnn wag reported to he flKhtlnR on 
tlie side of the cooRressionalists. and. 
Home ten years later, the son of the 
president of ArRcntlna stated that he 
had made the trip from Reenos Aires 
to CherlwurK wltli a man who wils 
none other (ban the former archduke 
or Austria. In addition the lost Rrand 
dukn bos been "located" In California. 
has been 'Identified'* n.s Admlnil Yama- 
Ratn of (he Jaiianese navy, and was 
•Yecopnixed" by reputable witnesses In 
Bi!V(aiil enKupemenfa of the World war. 
Rvldently the empert>r of Austria never 
placed full credence In the story of 
Ills dejith, for In Francis Joseph's will 
was u clause to the efTect that the 
archduke's estate of some 510,000,000 
was to he held Intact until somethlnp 
definite was learned about his fate— a 
[lolnt upon which the memoirs of the 
former kaiser may eventually throw 
some llRht. Until this the mystery of 
(he lost Krand duke must remain as 
one of the unsolved riddles of history. 



Alexandria during the Ilrst half of the 
Inst century, failed to throw the 
slightest light upon the mystery. 

The facts In tlie case are few, but, 
such as they are, they are supported 
by the unassailable evidence of a num- 
ber of persons who were eyewitnesses 
to the brief public appearance of the 
"female stranger.*' The brig Four 
Sons docked at Alexandria on July 
2/i. ISIO, en route from Halifax to the 
^yest Inilles. The Virginia city was 
not a port of call on the regular route, 
hut the captoln stated that one of his 
passengers had been taken dangerously 
III nnd that her husband had demand- 
ed that she be put ashore at Alexan- 
dria, where a boat was lowered, and a 
nmn and woman, the latter apparently 
very III, were taken ashore. 

Despite the bent of mid-sunmier, the 
woman wore a heavy black veil, and 
her hushand secured the best suite in 
the Ian of the IJunch of Grapes, as 
well as the services of a well-known 
ph.vslclnn whom he engaged only after 
pledging him to strictest socreci*. Even 
In the presence of the doctor, however, 
the woman's fare was kept veiled, and 
the hushand steadfastly refused to 
hire a nurse, sayluK that he was en- 
tirely capable of handling the case 
and that he was able to do anything 
that a nurse could do. 
. As the weeks of scorching hot 
weather propressed, however, the man 
began to wilt under the constant strain 
of watching beside the bed, and finally 
agreed to permit two of the guests 
In the Inn to help him— hut only after 
they had taken an oath that nothing 
they jnight learn would ever be 
divulged, an oath which was kept ns 
a sacred trust. 

During the inn weeks which fol- 
lowed the woman's arrival in Alexan- 
drlo. she grew steadily worse, and nt 
last, at dawn on October 4. her Iius- 
bnnd announced that she had dIecL 
'''hen, for fear that someone might see 
Jie face which he had kept hidden 
from the world, he himself prepared 
the body for burial, sealed the lid of 
the cofiln. and. after attending the 
funeral nnd ordering the headstone 
with the strange Inscription, disap- 
peared. 

On October 4 of the following year. 
Alexandria was surprised at the sud- 
den and unheralded return of the hua- 
baud, who remained In the city only 
long enough to place (lowers on the 
grave of the "female stranger," nnd to 
see that the plot In the cemetery was 
well taken care of. Once a year, for 
twelve years, be returned. Then his 
vIslLs ceased and the grave was neg- 
lected until, n number of years later, 
a distinguished eldert?; man and wom- 
an came ond ordetft' the monument 
to he replaced^tij-<[4ipther and more 
costly headstone bearing the same In- 
scription, with the addition of the 
verse :

Pullets That Begin Laying Early in Fall Mature Quickest and Will Make 
Desirable Additions to Breeding Flock.

The Iniiirovldent man who sold hl3 
heating stove In Jnly heeaiise the cir- 
cus was near and tlie winter far oIT 
dlfTers only In the degree of his Bhort- 
slghtedness from the ijoullry raiser 
who wnlts nntll spring to seloet .the 
hreedlnp stock that. Is to he nsed to 
replenish his.-noclt. This Important 
work of picking ont l«e superior l)lrds 
mnst be done In the fall to get the 
best results, says the United Statea! 
Department of Apriculture, for It Is 
then tJiat the preatpsl contrast he- 
tween the prontnhle birds and the poor 
ones Eho^vs up. Of course the culling 
out of the poor layers should go on 
nil through the summer and fall, hut 
nt last the top-notchers- aUoald be 
selected as foundation for the coming 
flock, whicli ought to he better, each 
year.

THE FEMALE STRANGER 

\7rSIT0US to the cemetery attached 
* to St. Paul's church In Alexandria, 
Va,, seldom leave without examining 
the Inserljyllon upon a hantlsomc mon- 
ument wlihh Is ono of the outstanding 
places of Interest In the city as well 
as ono of the most baffling riddles of 
IdenrUy which the passage of mon 
thun a century has failed to solvo. 
This Inscription compriHos within n 
few lines all that tlie world knows of 
the woman in fjuestlon, for It rcada: 

TO THE MKMORV 
or' THB 
PRMAI.H STRANGER 
Whofic mortal Burferlnps terminated 
on tJiB fourth day of October, 1816. 
affcd twenty-eight years and olRht 
monthn, tliJa stone la eroded by her 
dlBConsolnto husband In whoso nrniD 
bIio broftttiod out her last elgh and 
who, under Qod, did hie utmost to 
flootho'tho dull, cold ear of death. 

Thnt I8 all— and the moat deter- 
mined efforts of tlie residents of 



To Whom related, or by whom beeot; 
A heap of duflt atone remmna of thee," 
'Tls all thou art, and all the proud ahaU 
be. 

They, ^oo, vanished— taking with 
them the secret of tlie Identity of the 
woman whose history and personality 
is forever hidden from the world be- 
hind three words "The Female 
Stranger," 

Holland's Way, 
In several places the rivers In IIol- 
land make their entrances to the sea 
over extensive sand-beds, the water 
being so shnllow that large vessels 
cannot sail In It. Rather than remove 
the sand-beds, which were looked upon 
In olden times as a defense, since they 
then kept men-of-war at a distance, 
the Dutch adopt the plan of sending 1 
out two large flat-bottomed craft to 
the small trading vessels that wish 
to enter the harbor. Arrived on 
either side the ship, three pontoons, 
as they may be called are partially 
HunK' by admitting water, and when 
their sloping sides are well under the 
hall of the- ship to bo carried, the 
water Is pumped out, and they rise 
buoyantly with their burdens between 
them.

Novel Shooting Feat 
An Inferesting experiment In freak 
rllle shooting was described recently 
by an Kngllsh olllcer. "I have flred an 
ordinary wax camllo through four 
deal hoards placed n foot apart." he 
said. "I used six Inches of wax candle 
and thirty-three grains of powder with 
the usual wads. The shot was removed 
by cutting oIT the top half-Inch of the 
case, and a candle weighing one and 
a quarter ounces was Inserted. I fired 
at n range of about five yards. Each 
plank was jiorforated. There were 
Plenty of pieces of dry wax on all the 
boards, hut tbo flrst. When flred 
against plunks placed Immedlatelyback 
to hack, the candle wont through the 
flrst and Avns brought up by th« solid 
weight of wood of the other three." 
Major Ilardcastle added that a certain 
gniiiekeeiier won many bets by shoot- 
ing candles through n spade. 



Shabby Leather Chairs Brightened. 
When leather chairs begin to look 
shabby try this remedy: Wipe nil dirt 
and diist from chairs and then rub 
With a cloth that has been dipped Into 
white of egg, well beaten. Hub well 
with soft clean cloths when dry and, 
the leather will look like new. 



Never Use Immature Pullets. 

One good rule to follow Is to keep 
the pullets out of the breeding flock 
until they are fully matured. An im- 
mature bird may he agood layer and 
may be from the best stock, but still 
It Is undesirable. Eggs from pullets 
not yet fully developed will not pro- 
duce ns large or as strong chicks as 
tliose from older hens or fully grown 
pullets. There Is no diniculty In know- 
ing when a bird Is mature enough to 
be used as a breeder, as at that time 
the eggs laid will have reached the 
size of tJie average produced by the 
general run of hens In the Hock. 

Young pullets always lay n rather 
small egg, sometimes veo' small at the 
start Those tliat mature early may 
be picked out by keeping track of 
the. birds that start laying flrst In the 
fall. These birds may be marked with 
leg bands, so that they will not be- 
come mixed during the winter with 
those that start their work later. 

The Inte.molters are the birds thot 
stick to the Job longer, and conse- 
quently they make up another group 
that should he used In forming the 
breeding flock next spring. Leg hanils 
may be used to distinguish those prof- 
itable birds, or, better, the early mol- 
ters may be marketed so that they 
will no longer have an opportunity to 
keep down the average egg production 
of the flock. 

The general-purpose breeds, which 
Include the riymouth Hocks. Rhode Is- 
land Reds, nnd Wyandoltes, as a rule 
are not profltnble after the second 
year. R is therefore advisable to cull 
out all of tlie older birds of this class. 
Of those, the lale multers are the 
ones to select for breeders, just as In 
the case of fowls of any other breed. 
But the selection of birds on the 
basis of age and time of molting Is 
not nil the preparation that need he 
made for raising the foundation for 
the new flock. TIio health and thrift 
of the. fowls must be looked after 
carefully during the ^\inter. After 
Bclectlng the breeding birds the poul- 
ivy house needs close nttentloa. Keep- 
ing It in sanitary condition Is one of 
tliu Important points; also tlie com- 
fort of tile house, wlilch Is closely con- 
nected wltli the health of the birds. 

Fowls are very sensitive to moisture 
conditions, nnd these should be con- 
trolled carefully by ventilation. When 
moisture from tlm fowls gathers on 
the ceiling and walls there is apt to 
be trouble soon. In cold weather this 
moisture may collect In the form, of 
frost, but the heat from the sun In 
the middle of the day will melt the 
frost, nnd the water, dripping down, 
will make tlie litter wet. Hens are u 
good deal like sheep In their sensitive- 
ness to wet feet, either In the house 
or when outside, and they cannot bo 
kept In good henlth on damp litter. 

A pick hen Is a hard proposition to 
Oeal 'vlth If you expect to get out with 
a profit on by. It Is a lot cheaper to 
depend on dry litter thar on medicines, 
to cure colds and roup, Itoup Is the 
sequel of colds, and when It gets Into 
n flock, ns one poultryman puts It, 
you are on the rocks. 

Plenty of fresh air In thu house Is a 
well-recognlMd preventive of colds In 
humans, and It Is Just aq efllcuclous 
In the case of poultry. The o|«n front 
house with cloth curtains Is the most 
practical means for the nveruge flock 
owner to keep the hous« thoroughly 
nlred, and the fowls will not sidfer 
from the cold If the bnllding has been 
properly planned; also the egg proiluc- 
tlon win keep up. By going Into the 
house frequently in changing winter 
weather It will be easy to judge of tlio; 
condition of the ntmosphero and bring 
It to normal by odjustmenta of cur- 
tains and windows. Moisture can be 
kept from accumulating by opening up 



the house for a thorough ventilation 
on sunny days. 

The most successful houses, as found 
by the experiences of hundreds of 
poultry rnlKors and by experiments of 
the Department of Agriculture anil 
SInle experiment stations, nre from 
10 to 20 foet deep IP the opeu-froni 
plan is followed. From this point the 
nearer toward the front the fowls ar« 
moved the fewer eggs ore produced. Iii 
amnller houses the relative proiiortloc 
of openings In 'the front of the house 
must bd reduced during thd wlntei 
months In order to keep tliu fowI» 
comfortable. Open fronts or opening? 
covered with cotton cloth are mos' 
practical In deep houses.

Pf AnrJculiuro.) 

In the hope of llndlng facts that wIU" 
be of value In fighting the stem rust 
of wheat In this country, Dr. C. B. 
Stakman, agent of the United States 
Department of Agriculture and path- 
ologist of the Sllnnesotu Agrlcultunil 
experiment station, Is spending the 
summer In various countries of Eu- 
rope making detailed studies of the oc- 
currence and severity of the disease, 
especially with reference to Its ap- 
pearance on barberry bushes. He la 
also collecting much information 
rusts In general. 

In France and Spain, where he' vis- 
ited the principal wheat-growing re- 
gions, ho found no stem .rust on wheat 
oats, barley, or rye. Although there 
were many barberries, few of them 
showed any signs of this rust, but In 
Spain plant pathologists informed him 
thnt the common barberry and an in- 
digenous species are responsible for 
the early appearance of stem rust In 
the spring. 

Doctor Stnknmn reports great Inter- 
est In breeding and selection of wheat 
varieties resistant to this disense and 
empbusl7.es particularly the work of 
several eminent French Investigators. 
While traveling through France, 
Spain and Italy he found little stem 
rust, hut tlUs little was always asso- 
ciated with bnrherry hushes. The con- 
sensus of opinion In these countHes Is 
that, nllhough stem rust does occur re- 
mote from the barberry. It develops 
later In the crop season and causes 
very much less damage thon In those 
sections where the shrub Is common. 



STUDY IWANY FARIVI PROBLEMS 

There Are 1,960 Projects Dealing With 

Agronomy Being Worked 

Out by Exports, 

The state agricultural experiment 
stations nre studying 4,770 specific 
problems relating to the ngi-lcultural 
Industry of the country, according to 
a compilation of project subjects re- 
cently made by the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture. Broadly 
grouped, there are 1,000 projects deal- 
ing with agronomy subjects. Including 
field crops, soils nnd fertilizers, or 
about one-thlrd of the total; 032 bo- 
tnnlcnl and horticultural problems are 
under Investigation; anlmal-lndustry 
subjects, Including dairying and dairy 
products, comprise about one-eighth 
of the total, leaving three-eighths o' 
the projects for all other subjects.

There Is n pro|>er time to wash an 
automobile and the work should be 
thoroughly done. If mud Is allowed 
to dry on the car It Is harder to get 
olT and stains the varnish. Slihl should 
never be pennlttod to remain on u car 
any longer than absolutely necc.ssary, 
by any means not over night. All mud 
contains alkali, and In some parts of 
the country is almost clear alkali. Al- 
kali has the same relation to varnish 
as murlntlc or nitric acid has to steel. 
The niitldote Is water; Isn't It simple, 
plain every-day water right out the 
tap. 

If ono ox|)ecls to keep a fine car 
looking fine, ho must be willing to Hush 
on: the nuul nt night no matter how 
late It Is; the work need not tal^c 
more than half an hour and the work 
can be done thoroughly In the morning. 
The chief faults to guard against are 
the excessive use of soap, using water 
with too much force, and washing the 
hood before It Is cooled. 

In the old days no coachman would 
permit a fine carriage to go unwashed 
no matter how late he came Into the 
stnhle at night. You must treat an au- 
tomobile the same way If you reach 
the same standard that the old-fash- 
ioned coachman reached. 

Soap Injures Varnish. 
There are two things that should 
he rememhered. First, that soars gns- 
ollne, or nnything liitc them intendml 
to cut grease, will attack varnish If 
allowed to stand on the car, because 
oil Is an Imiiortant part of varnlah. 
Second, hot water takes the lustre 
from varnish. 

First of all a car should not he 
washed out In the sim, because tlie 
sun will dry off the water too quickly, 
leaving water marks; choose a shady 
place Willi plenty of light. 

Dissolve a little good soap In n pall 
of water .so as to make a soap solu- 
tion. Have a soft carriage sponge 
ready. Start with the right hand front 
wheel nnd the under side of the fen- 
der nnd that part of the chassis near- 
by. Let the water How from the hose 
In h gentle stream so that It will carry 
about six Inches from the ond of the 
hose. Go over the wheels, etc., first 
with water from a hose. Most of the 
mud will come off. There may he road 
oil or machine oil. which requires 
soap. In that case put some of the 
soapy water on these parts, sopping it 
on freely. 

After that has boon done start right 
In with a liose and eponge and wasli 
off. Don't let the soapy water stand 
more than five minutos on the varnish. 
Now wash off thoroughly with clean 
woter because all of the mud and 
grease should have come off by this 
time. Leave It alone to dry. That com- 
pletes the right-hand front part of, the 
chassis, and the same work should he 
done on the three other wheels and 
adjacent parts. That completes the 
work on the chassis. 

Use Hose and Sponge. 
Take another clean sponge and witli 
the water still llowlng gently from the 
hose start at the loft-hand front of 
the body and How nil the dust off. 
There will he no need for soap because 
machine oil or road oil Is never spat- 
tered on tJie body. After fiowing the 
water on, then go over the entire body 
again with a hose and n wet sponge 
and wnsh It. Go entirely nround the 
car. Including the top of the fonder 
to tlie left side, but don't wet the hood, 
it may still l>e warm. 

Now all the dirt has been flowed 
off and the sponge should be squeezed 
a* dry as possible and all the water 
remaining on mouldings or In crevlcas 
aliould be picked up. 

After nil that Is done, wash the hood 
and the top of the radiator. There 
may be some spatters of machine oil 
on the hood nnd If there are use a 
little soap locally, washing it oflT soon 
after It Is put on. In any case, don't 
let tlie water stand more than five 
minutes on the hood because It has he- 
come heated by the engine and the lus- 
tre will be damaged. 



That a simple test of whether 
the carburetor Is proiwrly ad- 
JUHted 18 to run for a short dls- 
tanci*— say a quarter of a mlle-^ 
with the throttle practically 
closed. Then, picking a space 
where the roadway Is clear, step 
Hharply upon the accelerator, 
thus openhig the throttle- wide. 

If the car speeds up sninotldy 
and rapidly, there Is nothing 
wrong with the carburetof. But 
If the pick-up Is slow, this Is an 
Indication that the 'mixture of 
gasoline and air. Is too rich. If 
the enghie splutters, spits and 
back-fires, the mixture Is too 
leiin— a condition which can he 
temporarily remedied by the iise 
of the "choker" or priming lever 
on the dashlioard. In either case. 
It Is advisable to have the car- 
buretor adjusted as sotm as pos- 
sible, for, until this Is done, the 
car win not develop the power 
which It should. This adjust- 
ment, however, should' he han- 
dled by an export, for "monkey- 
ing with the carburetor" lins 
probably been the cjjuse of more 
engine trouble than i^iiy other 
ulnglu piece of amateur exiierl- 
montlng.

UEN llie possessions 
taken from Germany 
during the war wore 
divided Great Britain, 
Anstrnlia, and New 
Zealand were given 
nuuulato for the aU- 
_ nilnlstratlou of Nauru 

Island, a dot of land, 12 miles In clr- 
emuferonee just south of the cauator, 
and between Uie Jrarshall and Solo- 
mon Islaada groups. Nauru would be 
a little over 2,000 miles from Java. 
This diminutive Island has 5,000 acres 
and Is famous for Its vahrhie dcjioslts 
of the highest grade of phosphute of 
lime— a magic soil fertilizer. 

Thirty years ago Kauru was an Island 
no one tliought much about, as no one 
realized tlio immense wealth that lay 
deep and snug among the coral pinna- 
^ cles of the low-set hills In the center of 
the Island. American whalers would 
call In those days for water and pump- 
kins, and the natives then got the repu- 
tation of being .so hospitable that the 
Island was called Pleasant After 
American whaling activities censed In 
tlio South I'acmc, few ships ever 
touched at Nauru. Then came the 
Germans, who took possession of the 
Island and nnmed It Nauru. But even 
tho Germans were not aware of the 
great value of tho Island. 

One day a British vessel put In for 
fluppllea of water. On board was an 
expert In phosphate and guano. This 
man, roaming about the hills, soon 
fonued nn opinion of t^'auru which was 
to change it from an Island of no con- 
sequonco Into a veritable treasure 
house of one of tho most needed acces- 
sories, assuring the harvests of the 
agricultural world. To make a long 
story a short one, In two years* time 
a vast Industry was organized with 
every modem appliance of machinery 
and every comfort and convenience for 
a large sclcnllflc and clerical staff, and 
Imndreds of Chinese and natives from 
other South Paelflc Islands were busily 
engoged digging and blasting out In 
thousands of tons every month the. 
precious phosphate. Ships curae from 
every countrj' In tlie world to corry 
away tho wonderful fertilizer; thou- 
flands of tons n month grew to hun- 
dreds of tliousands of tons a year, and 
«tlll the hills of tho tiny Island look 
as If tliey havo only been scratched. 
Botli BrItlBh and German experts have 
estimated tliere are nearly fifty million 
Ions of tb.o phosphate, and Umt many 
generatioDii will come and go before 
{Nauru Is «xhaustcd, 

Tlio bnuateousness of Nature Is 
fiho^vn In tlio composition of tills magic 
product— phosphate of lime. For years 
—It Is Imposslblo to tell how many — 
oountl&'=;3 nmnlwjra of sea birds were 
attracted to tlds tiny Ishind, whore 
neither mini nor animal disturbed 
them, wnfl where they found the super- 
abundance of fish usual to deep-sea 
coral islands. The hirds subsisted on 
fish and created vast deposits of guano, 
ricli In pho.sphate, which, mlngllug 
with tlie coral rock rlcli In lime, were 
transformed «hy natural processes, as- 
ulsteil by periodic copious rains, ulter- 
iittte droughts, and occasional and com- 



plete suhmerglngs of tlie Island by tlie 
sea, Into that potent, chemical flictor 
phosphate of lime. Today scarcely a 
bird Is to be seen on tho Island; but a 
rich treasure has been handed over to 
the use and Ingenuity of men. 

Tliough tho Island was German 
owned, it was British enterprise Uiat 
began tho phosphate Industry, and 
until tho war the utmost harmony ex- 
isted between the British and German 
employees and tlio German adminis- 
tration. 

This phosphate Industry comprises a 
settlement having muny miles of elec- 
tric and stenrn trains, telepliones, elec- 
tric light, fresh and sjilt water systems, 
refrigerators, and a fine sewerage sys- 
tem. There are hospitals for the 
whites, the Chloese, and the nntivcs 
under European doctors and imrscs. 

There are great public laundries, ex- 
cellent houses for nwirrled and single 
workers, a iiublle hall, attractive recre- 
ation and reading rooms, and well laid 
out grounds for outdoor sports. There 
Is, moreover, one of tlie most powerful 
wireless lastallatlons In the world, and 
ships am every week bringing news 
and supplies. 

Nauru Island, .although only 331-3 
miles south of the cauator, Is one of 
the healthiest spots on earth, mnlaria 
and other /roplcal ailments being un- 
known, and the white community is 
one of the JoUiest and happiest of tlie 
Island world. 

Of special Interest are the natives of 
Nauru, some 2.000 In all, ruled by a 
native king— a very remarkable mrin. 
When In 1014 the British took over the 
administration of this Island from the 
Germans, their first care was to make 
the condition of the natives more satis- 
factory than It hud been; though tliey 
had never been exploited by the phos- 
phnte Industry. Under their king, 
Owolda by name, they accepted a gov- 
ernment having laws partly British 
and partly native or tribal. Tliey wore 
encouraged to clean up tho Island, Im- 
prove the coconut plantations, and to 
work for good wogcs In tlie phosphate 
IleUls. Tlds they have done with the 
result that they are a happy and con- 
tented nice, enjoying perfect health 
and having every comfort a native peo- 
ple can desire. Within tho last three 
months "British ndnilnlstratlon has 
given place to Austrnllan, hut the same 
excellent regime Is being maintained. 

The Nauruana ore noted for their 
good manners, the smallest child bow- 
ihg to a stranger with the utmost 
grace and wishing, In a greeting, every 
blessing that one kind heart can de- 
sire for another. Tho Nauru women 
are accounted by many travelers tho 
handsomest, beat-figured women in tho 
Pacific, and certainly In their festive 
and dance dresses they show a dis- 
tinction in taste and designs which Is 
truly remarkable. Their dances are 
clever and not at all monotonous, 
while their singing end chanting have 
real melody. 

Every native man and hoy. and a 
good many young women, possess 
bicycles, and most picturesque cyclists 
ihey mako In their coconut liber ridls, 
or loin clothes. Practically ^ovory 
house has a sewing machine, which Is 
put to many uses, but" now that the 



native dross Is going out of fushlon- 
wlilch is a pity— shirt and dressmak- 
ing hnve become a part of the house- 
hold duties of the women; Indeed, the 
men are often found to be quite ox- 
pert tailors. 

The nntlonal sport of the Nauruans 
Is frlgate-hlrd capturing. The great- 
est ambition of a native Is to own 
more of these mopy-iooking birds than 
any other native of his vlllnge. The 
tribnl wcaltli of a native Is estimated 
by the number of well-Hliod roosts of 
frigate birds that he can maintain; 
and maintenance. It may bo added, 
means much fishing to feed the birds. 
Ilipse birds, uninteresting and always 
apparently nsleep on the roost, are 
capable of nn almost human cunning 
In the maaner In which, as decoys, 
they can be trained to capture other 
birds. On festival days, whole villages 
meet to contest supremacy In their de- 
coy birds. The king presides over the 
tournnnitnt, and the roosts are sot up, 
that of each vUlago by Itself. When 
the decoy birds are set free not a wild 
bird can he seen or lieard. Up soar 
the decoys until lost to sight'. Then, 
presently, the air Is rent by the 
screaniB of wild birds gradually en- 
ticed to the roosts with the tethered 
tame birds. As they approach the 
roosts, becoming suspicious of the men 
hidden beneath them, tlie wild birds, 
deciding tliat matters have gone far 
enough, try to soar away. Now the 
real hdior begins. AVIth open bills and 
wide-spread wings 'the decoys attack 
their victims, bar their way, head 
them ofi*, circling round and above 
them until they are driven to the 
roosts, bullied and exhausted. 

.At the end of the tournament a 
count la miulo, and the village and the 
villager with the largest number of 
captive birds to their credit are pub- 
licly pmlsed by the king, whereupon 
feasting and dancing begin. 

Small as Nauru Is, It la a ver>' beau- 
tiful Island. A fine road, entirely coco- 
nut-palm shaded, encircles tJie Island. 
making a pleasant walking, .driving 
and riding space for the white inliab- 
Itants. In the hills are many lagoons 
Of great beauty, the clear -rraters re- 
flecting the villages, coral rocks and 
palms. The natives own areas of la- 
goons, ns they do areas ot land, In 
fenced-in portions of which tliey keep 
fish for food. Those fish get bo tame 
that they can be caught Intlic hand., 

Nauru will always bo prominent In 
the Soutli Pacific owing to Its commer- 
cial Importance, but the day will sure- 
ly come when regular tourist steamers 
win visit this new and Interesting 
treasure Island, and the world will 
come to realize the wonders of Its 
phosphate Industry, tho chann of Its 
natives, and tlie beauties of Its 
scenery.

Jt is also 
one of the few instances In Maine his- 
tory where advanlage was taken of 
the provision of the law thiit in a 
community wlierc there resided neith- 
er minister nor magistrate a man and 
woman who appeared before wit- 
nesses, read the marriage sen'lce to 
ead^ otiier and signed a marriage 
agi-eement became lawfully wedded. 
Married Thcmeelvco. 

Such a marriage was performed In 
1772, and the record on tlie town 
books rends: 

"Certificate — This may certify all 
whom It concerns that W. Elwell of 
Meduncof)k hatii been duly published 



"smock marriage." Not knowing what 
u "smock marriage" was, he looked 
further and got some light on a cus- 
tom that prevailed hi England and in

Smock marriages were weddings 
where tho bride appeared dressed only 
In a white chemise or sheet. The 
reason for It was tlie belief llia^ If a 
man married a woman who was in 
debt ho could he held liable for what

iKant Invented the Garter 

A llltlo contrlliutlon to tho history 
of women's garments: The origin of 
Iho garter— not tho round kind, but 
tho other variety. It was Invented, for 
Ills personal use,, by one of the most 
Jllustrlous aorman philosophers, Kant, 
who had ohservetl that the typo of 
round elastic garter he had been uHlng 
to hold up his atlk stockings stopped 
tlio clrcnlation of the blood. Kant sot 
Ilia brilliant mind to work anil finally 



devised a comhlmitlon of elastic and 
catgut harness attached at the top to 
his vest. Thus the hose supporter was 
bom. It Is not related whether Kant 
patented the contrivance or If the In- 
vention antedated tho "Critique of 
Pure Reason." — Lo I'etit Parlslen. 



. Earliest Explorations of Canada. 

Lelf Ericsson, a Norseman, led an 
cxpeilltlon from Greenland probably to 
the shores of Canada, about 1000 A. D. 
John Cabot (English) visited Canada 
in 1407. In 153-1 a Frenchman, 



Jacques Curtlcr. entered the Gulf of 
St. l^iwn-nce, and the rollowing yeai 
sailed up us far as the present she oi 
Montreal.

Law- 
rence. The next year be was on the 
Uay of Funday and participated In 
the founding of the first permanent 
Fi'cnch colony In North America- 
Port Itoyal (now Annapolis), Novn 
Scotia. In ICOS Chainplnln founded 
Quebec. From this time until ho died 
In 3(Kir», Cbamplain worked Incessantlj 
to bold Canada as a French colony. 



of her property; and also that If a 
woman married a man wlto was In debt 
his creditors could not talce her prop- 
erty to satisfy their claims If he had 
received nothing from her at marriage. 
In England, says an antiquarian, there 
was at least one case where a br)de 
was in puria natiirallbus while the 
ceremony was being performed in tho 
great cliucch at Birmingham. Tlio 
minister at first refused to perform 
tlie ceremony, but he could find noth- 
ing hi the rubric to justify a refusal, so 
he married the pair. 

Use Various Expedlente. 
To carry out tlio law fully as tho 
people understood, It tlie ceremony 
should always have been performed 
as It was in the Birmingham case, but 
various cxpedletits >vero contrived to 
got around It Sometimes the bride 
stood lu a closet, and put her hand 
through a hole In the door; some- 
times she stood behind a cloth screen 
and put her hand out at oqo side; 
again, she would wind about her a 
whito sheet furnished by the bride- 
groom; sometimes she stood In her 
chcmls^ or "smock," Eventually, In 
Essex county, Immodesty and embar- 
rasgment were avoided by the groom 
furnishing all tho clothes worn by tlie 
bride, retaining title to the same In 
himself. This he did In the presence 
of witnesses, that he might be aide 
to prove the fact in the event tliat he. 
woB sued for any debts she might have 
contracted. 

A marriage of this kind was pcr- 
fonned In Brnilford in 1773, the fol- 
lowing being a truo copy of the rec- 
ord : 

A "Foxy" Bridegroom. 

"Bradford, Dec. ye 2'1, 1773. 

"This may certlflo whomsoever It 
may concerno that James Bailey of 
Bradford who was married to the 
widow Mary Bacon November 22 la|t 
past by me ye subscriber then de-i 
dared that ho took the sold person 
without anything of estate and that 
Lydla tho wife of Ellazer Burbank & 
Mary the \ylfe of Thomas Stickney & 
Margaret the wife of Caleb Burbank 
all of Bradford were witnesses that 
the clothes she then had on were of 
his providing nnd bestowing upon her, 
"WILUAAi BALCn, minister of ye 

Gospel." > 

It Is noted by the same writer that 
In all cases of smock murrlages that 
•lave come to his knowledge the brides 
have been widows. It Is thought that 
(luring the reign of George III there 
,.voro many 8mock inarrlages In JInlne, 
then part of the Province of Massa- 
jhur^tls Bay, chiefly In the Counties of 
LlacoUi, and York, or hi the territory

May 12th, 1772— their 
first child, named Hannah, was born 
June ye 21st, 177.3; their second, a 
son, named Ellas, born April ye 5tb, 
1770." 

There Is nothing to show that the 
practice of smock marriage outlived 
the Ilevolutlon. In Maine, up to 1852, 
a husband was liable for debts of his 
wife contracted before mnrriatje, aiid 
no such subterfuge as the smock mar- 
riage could rellyye him, considering 
tho glory ot the bridal finej-y of today.

American Vieitors Are: Eager as Na- 
tives to Know About Their 

Ancestors. - 

London. — "Among the . keenest In- 
quiries into, their pedigrees— and gcne- 
nlogy never before was as popuhir as 
It Is at this moment— are many of tho 
Auuirlcnns now visiting this coimtr>\" 
says Secretary Fotliergill of tlie So- 
ciety of Genealoglsls, 

"The day of *fakod* pedigrees Is 
past. Wluit the modern American I« 
seeking is the truth about his fore-, 
hears, traced backward generation by 
generation. 

"They are particularly Interestcil In 
the new held for genealogical research 
that has recently been opened up, tho 
deposition books of the old courts. 
This has not yet been properly ex- 
ploited, for In many Instances'the rcc-" 
ords of the ecclesiastical and common 
law courts and the court of chancery 
are not yet open to public inspection. 

"The fascination of tliese books Is 
that they ore not mere lists of names 
and dates. The very words spoken by 
tho parties and tlie witnesses to theso 
old disputes are preserved, so that tho 
authentic voice of one's ancestors umy 
I)e iicard dowu the centuries."

The movomont for week-day rellg- 
louB education reported In last week's 
Issue of The News Ib of general In- 
terest to thfe community. It is so now 
to ufl at Antloch Uiat It Is likely to 
take us some weeks to get our bear- 
Inge, and It la worth while that the 
committee having the matter In 
charge are planning for further 
study and lor tlie community to en- 
tor Into that study of the problem. 

The flrst question arising In mnnt 
:mlnds naturally Is whether such a 
4novcmont 19 necessary. If the work 
of religious training of the chlldrca 
were being adequately done, then no 
now movement •would be called tor. 
On the oUier hand, If there Is a real 
lack of d\iniclent religious education 
■of the bc3t quality, then there Is a 
very real need for something to sup- 
plomont what effort there Is. 

The News wishes to do Us part to 
discover whether there Is a* real need 
for such a movement, and If there Is, 
to help to promote It, as It Is the first 
aim of this paper to promote the high- 
cat Interests of the community In 
every ppsslble way. 

"\Vo have made some inquiry and 
wo And that those who are actually 
doing the work of the religious train 
Ing of the youth In th^ community 
frankly confess that the efforts they 
have been making are plotously in- 
adequate. "Wfi learn that the churches 
hftvo made surveys which compel 
them to confess that all the churches 
in the community together are reach- 
ing less than half the children with 
any religious Instruction and that 
about two hundred children of school 
ago are now growing up In Antloch 
and vicinity without rollglous train- 
ing. 

It these figures are approximately 
correct, It would seem to go fat* to- 
ward answering the question of the 
need of something in the way of ef- 
fort to reach the other half of the 
children with religious training. 

But we learn also that the leaders 
of this work In the community are 
driven by the facts to confess that 
the work which they have been doing 
with the half of the children who are 
under religious training are not re- 
ceiving more thi^n one-fourth of the 
religious training which Is needed. 
This greatly emphasizes the need for 
some plan by which the children of 
the community shall bo given the 
quantity and quality of religious train- 
-which those best qualified to Judge 
ieol Is vitally yecessary for the best 
Interests of the community and of the 
children themselves. 

Thee next question, naturally. Is 
whether any plan has .yet been 
worked out which can steer Its course 
through the dlfllculties of our Ameri- 
can community life without, running 
amuck. . 

Upon tills question we find In the 
report printed last week, the Interest- 
ing information that pthns of organ- 
ization and courses of Instruction 
Jiave been worked out which have 
proved so successful that "they are 
now In full operation in many com- 
niunltioB" and *'wItliout friction." 

By way of something more specific, 
wo have made some Inquiry as to 
how the plans are working out where 
they are In operation- 

From Information received, It 
seems the movement is somewhat 
new In tlie west, but has been estab- 
lished a number of years In many 
places In the east. Typical of that In 
(he cast Is that at Maiden, Mass.. 
whoio is Ifns befii ripvelopod Into per- 
haps the most rystemntlc form of 
anywuero. The/e. a permanent com- 
mualty organlzuMon has been foruied 
^vlilch maintains the work year aftt-.i 
year, with results said to be gratiry- 
Ing In U'o hlshost degree. 

Porhapg the oldest enterprise In 
this field in the west Is the one at 
Gary, Ind. There It has been In op- 
eration for something like a dozen 
years. Reports going out from there, 
year after year, show .that the people

May Be Paved 
Before Winter 



Grand avenue, one of Waukftcan'!? 
chief arteries, may be pavtid before 
cold weather. Messrs Mahor and Lib- 
erty Engineering Construction com- 
pany of Chicago which last week was 
awarded the contract for pufling In 
the 4 3-4 mile stretch of Grand avenue 
runalug through Warren township 
and connecting up with Lake Villa 
road, were In'^Waukegan on Monday 
and Informed Charles Russell, county 
superintendent of highways, that they 
will be on the ground next week to 
start the work of grading and putting 
In the concrete culverts preparatory 
to the actual laying of the roadway. 

They assured Mr. Russell that they 
wUl not grade more of the road than 
they are reasonably sure of being 
able to put In this fall In order that 
Grand avenue may not be closed as 
an approach to »Waukegan to the peo- 
ple of Lake Villa and Antloch. They 
are reasonably sure of being able to 
obtain sufllclent material to proceed 
with a large part of the work. 

The contract price for this strip of 
paving was $97,803.25, not including 
the cement, which amounts to approx- 
imately 530,000. Because Grand av- 
cnus Is such an Important highway 
Mr. Russell Is opposed to having It 
blocked for the winter by incomplete 
paving operations. This probably will 
be averted.

Anchtjrngo;. Alaska. — nondjustment 
of wages, bringing a close approach to 
normalcy ns applied to mining, has re- 
sulted In a -return of the pendu)um' 
toward greater mining activity than 
has been eyperlencl'd In the history of 
Alaska since the boom days. , 

While the Alaska niUroad was build.

Kven now there Is a genei'al short- 
age of miners, throughout the terri- 
tory, and every mnn of experience who 
cures to work Is employed.

Sebeste, who Is twenty-five years 
old, was a clerk In a hat factory before 
the war und upon being discharged 
entered the army, found he didn't care 
for that sort of tidng and "gold- 
brlcked" Intobeing discharged as jthys- 
Ically unfit for service. He then drift- 
ed Into the postal sen-ice und stole 
copiously from letters, for witlch he 
was sentenced to five months hi prison. 
Promotes Himself, 

Upon his discharge the war was 
getting hotter and he was again draft- 
ed and In his first engagement at the 
front was buried under a wall ctf 
earth that caved In fmm shell fire. 
Having recupeniled he wa.s sent to the 
front again, but proceeded to develop 
111 health und was sent to the German 
hospital In Coblonz. Emerging be jirn- 
moted himself to tlie rank of non- 
ce nnn I ss Ion etl olllcer and eonferreil a 
decoration of the Iron Cros? upon him- 
self. While in the hospital he lia-l 
already laid claim to having been u 
student of theoUigy and with the per- 
mission of tlie chaplain of tlie hospital 
conductetl the divine services there 
with great success. 

Pleasant ns the hospital wns he was 
finally sent back to his outfit, but 
managtMl to escape again In Germany, 
where he became the religious Instruc- 
tor in a camp at Spandau. Agala he 
was successful, but when he trleil to 
oust the chaplain -and have himself 
appointed his sinecure ended again 
and once more he wais sent back to his 
unit in Fnince. Tids time the armls- 
tice came and, having been duly dis- 
charged, he tried the stage. Then 



came the revolution and he liecame a 
self-styled doctor of law and urrlveii 
In Berlin with niimy decorations and 
the unif(trui of an olllcer. when* he wnf 
welcomed by the Garde ('avallen*, 
Schuetzen division, and assigned as jv 
court olllcer to the Uelchs crhnlnnl di*- 
parlmont of the organization. He trleii 
several tricks on the men wlm war*; 
being caught and himself was sen- 
tenced to six munthd la. prison for 
petty crimes. 

Borrows Huge Sums. 

Discharged agala, Sebeste bnrroweil 
huge sums»of money on the pretense- 
of being a former otllcer and swindleil 
a widow nf an ofliccr out of *JO,(Hn* 
marks, and stole her papers and iho.utr 
of her brother-in-law,, who was re- 
ported missing during the war. \VUb 
these credentials he secured money as 
a discharged olllcer nnd went to work 
fur banisters, who wore obliged ti> 
<llsthnrge him for giving away secrrts 
to other firais. 

Later lie was Imprlsonwl again, but 
emerged triumphantly and succeetled 
In Joining the ISerllu police, where bU 
swindled brought him his latest sen- 
tence.

; pected to live, In fact, and Johnson 
Imd written a desperate, halMUlterate 
lette;- to the goM»!nior, begging to be 

•allowed to go and see the child before 
It died. Of course no answer came. 
Wlio was going to trouble abo»t a ne- 
gro's letter? It was after that that 
Johnson became desperate. He at- 
tacked a guard In the turpentine con- 
voy, and hud to be chained. Now he 

. had gone. 

' Of course he had struck for his 
lionie, twelve miles across the swamps. 
NugroGs never had any sense; they 
were like foxes making for their 
earths. Bloodhounds were quickly 
upon the trail. 

However, Johnspn hud had an hour's 
start, and he had. a fair chance of 
making the distance before he was 
cauglit That he would be caught, no 
one doubted. There was a posse of 
four armed guards with tlie warden, 
and thoy were liistrducted to shoot 
Buck Johnson If he showed flght. 

Buck Johnson made Ids way straight 
as a bee toward his home.

In 10 years there has been. a marked - 
increase In purehreds in the .dairy 
herds of the county. 

Eighty-five per, cent of the farms 
have silos; only about 25 per cent 
had them in 1D12.

Workers' Counsot ABsalls What Ho 

Terms Daughorty's Blow at Labor 

Unions— Qovernment'a Affidavit 

Charges Violence to Strikers. 

Cldcago. . Sept ,13.— Federal .Tudge 
James AV-WIIlcersou. over the protest 
of counsel -for the atrlking shopmen, 
who charged the govenuneht wltlf he- 
lug "prejudicial." permitted the rea|l- 
ing In open court, as part of t^'C -J^- 
Junction record, the atartling allldavit 
of Attorney General Dnugherty nt- 
trlhutlng railroad violence to the 
strlltprs. 

.Tudge Wllker.son entered nn order 
continuing the restraining order for 
ten days. 

The judge's ruling came as a climax 
to a series of decisions adver.se to the 
•shopmen during tlie hearing on the 
governaient'H motion to malce perma- 
nent the temporary lujunctipn. 

Tiic readiag of tin* voluminous 
chnrgesi In the form 01 nn nfildavlt, 
came at the end of a bristling argu- 
ment hy Donald It. Rlchherg, counsal 
for the shopmen. In which ho hltterty 
arraigned Attorney General Dnugh- 
erty. 

Mr.* niohherg, his voice vibrating 
through the corridors' of the court- 
room, charged that the "attorney gen- 
eral had betrayed the conOdence of 
tlie court nnd was l)etraylng respect 
for the couit and for law and order." 

Dc asserted In his order that Afr. 
Dnughorty's injunction bill was based 
on a false promise and a misconcep- 
tion of the low. 

At the eiul of Jlr. Rlchberg's argu- 
ment, however, Judge W.ilkcrson an- 
nounced he was not sntlsflpd the gov- 
ernment had not presented sufllclent 
evidence to merit n complete hearing 
of Its charges in llie plea to make the 
Injunction pomuinent. 

Assistant Solicitor Genond lllack- 
huru Katerlino then began reading the 
so-called "Daughorty allldavit." con- 
tnlnlag the charges against the strik- 
ers, which contained the sigiuiturc of 
Chester A. SracGnlrc, secretary to At- 
torney Genernl Dnugherty, who also 
Is nn nssistiuit attorney general. 

The afihlavit recited the varlour^ 
periods of violence at Jolict nnd Clin- 
ton nnd In nnrtliem IUIuoIr. It strcBSod 
the wrecking of the Michigan Central 
"Alllllon Dollar Freight Special" at 
Onrj' and tlio nhandonnient of trains 
in the Arl;^nna desert hy the crews. 

As tlie purport of the nfildavlt be- 
came clear, Attorney Illchherg arose 
and attacked Uie generalities In the 
document ns prejudldnl to the unions. 

"Not a scintilla of evidence against 
tlie defendants In the Injunction Is of- 
fered," .snld Xtr. Itlchborg. "Not a 
name la mentioned. 

"I W'ant It clearly understood, how- 
ever, we do not object to any order 
entered for the pnrpo.se of preventing 
violence uud disorder." 

Judge Wilkerson overnded Mr. 
nichberg's objection nnd ordered Mr, 
Kstcrllne to continue with the rending. 

The federal solicitor, continuing, 
charged that as a result of the cur- 
tailed railroad operations since the 
strike began, 053 mall trains with a 
totifl mileage of 82.012 miles had been 
withdrawn from service. 

"The Postal department is In 
chaos," ho asserted. 

Frank Slulliolland, associated with 
Mv. RIcliherg ns counsel for the 
unions, Interrupted with an objection. 

"The charges In the allldavit are not 
supported hy any of the elements of 
tlie rules of ovhlonce," Mr, Mulhol* 
land argued. "It Is filled with vague 
rumors and Intimations." 

Judge \VIIker.son again overruled 
the defendants nnd permitted Mr. Es- 
terllne to continue. 

The allldavit contained the tabula- 
tion of a fiorloa of acts of vandalism 
and various doprodatlonH. The coal 
situation had been umde more acute 
ns a result of the strike, the govern- 
ment charged.

Covcrnmenl Will Not Enforce Injunc- 

tlo.i Too Drastically— Ending of tho 

Anthracite Strike — Landslide for 

La Follette In Wisconsin — - 

Greeks Whipped by Turks.

SETTLEMENT of the railway sliop- 
nica's strike may be at hand. Lust 
Avcck B. M. Jewell, bead of tlio shop 
crafts, culled tlielr policy committee 
to meet in Clilcago September 11, the 
day Bet I'or hearings ou tho motion to 
make permanent the sweeping injunc- 
tion obtained by Attorney General 
Dttugherty. There are 00 members of 
the committee, and some of them. said 
Xreoly timt it was obvious that a set- 
tlement was In sight. 

President Wlllard of Uio Baltlmor.o 
A Oblo was said to be working ou a 
lilan for separate agreements. 

On the other hand, various railway 
cxecutlvus Ihitly denied that any move- 
ment WU3 on foot looking to un agree- 
ment with the shopmen. Their chair- 
man, T. DeWltt Cuyler, asserted the 
railways already had won tho strike, 
tImt on September. 1 they had 305,000 
ehopmcn ut work, and are adding thou- 
sands dully to their shop forces 

Criticism of tho unparalleled In- 
cluslvencss of tho Injunction Issued by 
Judge Wllkeraon was not conllned to 
labor circles by any menus, being 
sliared by members of congress, mnn.r 
editors and other presumably unbl- 
uKed persons. Probably taking note 
of tjils fact, the administration lot It 
to known tlmt the government had 
no Intention of enforcing the Injunc- 
tion to the point of nbrld^nent of 
jTree speech or otherwise Invading tho 
constitutional liberties of citizens. At- 
torney- General Dauglierty Indicated 
that there would bo no Interference 
■Willi labor nicotlnga "held for lawful 
purposes," but tlmt tlie government 
would step In If the strike meetings 
were for tho purpose of "Inciting 
riola" or otlier violation of the low. 
So far organized labor has practically 
Ignored the restralnlug order, but tho 
government agents, while keeping 
<Io8o watch on the proceedings, have 
done little In tho way of attempting 
enforcement* Naturally, on Labor day, 
the union leadors, from President 
tjorapers down, took the opportunity 
to attack bitterly the action of the 
ottomey general. Later the labor 
chiefs mapped out a plan of attack, on 
tho Injunction, seeking counter-Injunc- 
tions. 

Talk of a general -strike largely sub- 
sided during the week, for all but the 
more radical laborltcs recognized that 
fiuch n thing, hitherto unknown In tho 
United States, could not succeed. 
They probably rcailzo, also, that the 
workers, no less than the rest of tho 
population, would be deprived of mo!3t 
of the ncccBsUIes and contforts of life 
by" a genenil strike. 



JOHN H. CL^MIKE of Ohio resigned 
^ as associate Justice of the Supreme 
court of the United States, and George 
II. Sutherland, former senator from 
Utah, was appointed to All the vacancy 
and cohlirmed by the senate. Justice 
Clarke gave slight reasons for his 
resignation except that he had reached 
the ago for retirement. He was ap- 
pointed by President Wilson In 1010 
and had sometimes been criticised by 
conservatives because of his decidedly 
liberal tendencies. Sir. Suthorlnnd, 
whose great legal ability Is widely 
recognized, Is classed as a liberal. 
He was born In England In 1802 and 
received his education In tlie schools 
of Utah and tho University of Michi- 
gan. He Is n close personal friend of 
President Harding. 



"D UNNINiS true to form, the Ilepub- 
■tV Ucans .of Wisconsin renominated 
United States Seimtor Itobert M. La- 
Folletto In the primaries last Tues- 
day. No one with any knowledge of 
tho situation expected tliey would do 
otherwise. However, "Bob's" majority 
was probably a surprise even to him, 
being well over 200,000 according to 
Incomplete returns. It was a landslide 
and carried wltli It the entire" elate 
hacked by LaFolletle, Including Gov- 
ernor J. J, Blaine, who won by more 
than- 150,000. Ilev. W. A. Ganfield, 
college president and candidate of tho 
Anti-Saloon league, was unable to de- 
,tach from tlio senator's support many 
of tho Itepublloau/dryg although La 
Follotto Is openly wet. Then, too, 
tho senator naturally received the 
votes of tho large population of Teu- 
tonic origin. Tlie one surprise of the 
day was the defeat of Congressman A. 
P. Nelson of the Superior district by 
H. H. Peavey. Nelson Is a prominent 
leader of the drys and his downfall 
was accompllBlied by n combination of 
tho LaFollette organization and the 
Association Opposed to Prohibition. 

The Democratic nominee for senator 
against La Follette Is Mrs. Joaslo J. 
Hoover of Oshkosh, 

In the second Democratic senatorial 
primary In Mississippi, accor,dIng to 
partial returns, former Senator James 
K. Vardnmnn was beaten by, Hubert 
D. Stephens, former . congressman. 
Woodrow Wilson, \ylien Informed of 
this, expressed his satisfaction, which 
win be shared by the American pub- 
lic generally. 



'TpHH assembly of tho League ol 
^J- Nations Is holdtag anoUier ses- 
sion In Geneva and Augusthl Eduards, 
Chilean- mmlster to England, waa 
elected Its president. The chief mat- 
ter before tho league Is the Austrian 
situation. Chancellor Selpel presented 
tho case for.the'sufCerIng little repub- 
He and tried to make It clear that 
unless tlie allies granted Immediate 
and liberal relief, Austria, might have 
to merge with another nation, possibly 
Germany— which would violate the 
treaty of Veraallles-^or, preferably 
Czechoslovakia, or maybe Italy, which 
desires such an outcome. The league 
council, after hearing the chancellor, 
soothed hhn witli honeyed words and 
referred to a committee the entire 
question of how Austria shall be aided 
and under what guarantees, Selpel 
scored tlie British and French banks 
In Vienna whoso manipulations added 
to the downward crash of tlie crown 
and prevented the Austrian govern- 
ment from taking constructive meas- 
ures. "Austria realizes she must sub- 
mit to financial control to obUiln sums 
necessary to her salvation, but this 
must not affect her sovereignty," he 
said. 

Groat Britain's seizure of the entire 
phosphate deposit on the Island of 
Nauru In tho Paclflc was the subject 
of protest to the league council by 
tho United States, and Marquis Im- 
perlflll of Italy also demanded Infor- 
mation concerning this. The treaty 
of Versailles provides for equal, ex- 
ploitation opportunity of national re- 
sources in mandated territory by tlie 
allied and associated nations. After a 
heated debate Lord Balfour considered 
and finally consented, to the "request 
for additional Information as long 
as it Is expressly understood there 
Is no criticism of the British govern- 
ment's action." 



OPERATORS and miners In the an- 
thracite fields accepted tho terms 
proposed by Senators Pepper and 
Kced, and tho strlko was settled by an 
agreement trhlch, like that In the bi- 
tuminous case. Is alomst a complete 
victory for the men. Tho old wage 
Bcale has been extended until August 
81. 102.1, both sides Joined In recom- 
mendluff national leglslutjon creating 
n separate anthraclto coal commls- 
bIou. and tlie continuance of. produc- 
tion after the extension date Is to bo 
upon such terRjs as the parties may 
agree upon In tho light of the report 
of the commission. 

Tho Hcnnte by a vote of 40 to 7 
passed the administration coal distri- 
bution and price control bill. 

Tho grand Jury at Marlon; III., which 
Is Investigating the Ilerrln massacre, 
has Indicted 30 persons bo far, arid 
more, true bills arc expected. President 
Purrlngton of the Iltlnola miners has 



GREECE'S army lu Asia Minor has 
been almost demolished by tho 
forces of Kemal Pasha, the nallonallst 
leader, and at this writing tJie latter 
Is not far from Smyrna. The situa- 
tion for the foreign colony In tlmt city 
Is critical and British and American 
v/arshlps have arrived there to pro- 
tect their nationals. There hav« been 
some bloody encounters between the 
opposing armies, but for tlie uiost part 
It appears the Greeks have retired. In 
considerable confusion, without put- 
ting up much of a Uglit. The Turkish 
leaders are said to be much superior 
to the Greek commanders. It was 
rei)orted that General Tricoupis, re- 
cently made commander In chief of 
the Greek forces, was captured by the 
■Kern a lists. 

The Greek morale, both In Smyrna 
and Athens, seemed to havo been 
broken. Movements were said to have 
been started to compel King Constan- 
tino to abdicate and there were rumors 
that the cabinet Was about to resign 
and that Fonner Premier Venlzelos 
would retutn to power. However, It 
was stated that the government would 
not consider the evacuation of Smyrna 
or the surrender of the Greek mondnto 
In Thrace. Both of these tilings tho 
Turks demand before they will talk 
of pcjace. The Kemnllsts, and tlio 
French wlio aro friendly to them,, 
blame Great Britain for Us support 
of tho Greeks nnd their claims. A 
rising of Turks on the south side of 
the Dardanelles has alarmed tlio Brit- 
ish, who aro concentrating on Gal- 
llpoll peninsula to check a possible 
march on Constantinople. ~ Bulgaria 
has taken advontage of the sltuatlou 
by sending to Atheos new demands 
concerning Thrace. 



HUGO STINNES, German Industrial 
magnate, and Senator de Luber- 
suc, president of the committee on 
French devastated regions, have made 
an agreement providing for tlie de- 
livery by Germany oH one billion dol- 
lars* worth of reconstruction materia' 
and work. To obviate the bad effect 
of having many Germans working In 
France, do Lubersac explains. It was 
arranged that the greater part of tho 
labor will be utilized In Germany. Tho 
German manufacturers of tho goods 
delivered aro to have per cent profit. 
The Socialist press in Germany attacks 
tho whole plan as purely a selfish con- 
tract at the expense of the German 
government and labor, and It estl- 
nmtes Stlnnes* profits at 40,000,000,000 
marks. 

Dr. Hermes, German finance minis- 
ter, Is negotiating with Belghnn con- 
cenilhg guarantees for slx-montb treas- 
ury certificates which Germany Is to 
give Belgium In lieu of cash. Hh» 
dlfilculty Is threefold, for bo must 
satisfy not only the Belgians, but 
also tho German cabinet and German 
financial and Industrial leaders. It 
seems likely ho will havo to seek for 
tho guarantees from foreign financiers.

With the Increased use of soy beans 
ns ft farm crop It will be possible for 
every farm to produce Us own protein 
feed to balance the corn and small 
grains. 

Soy bean meal Is a new product 
now being manufactured and Indica- 
tions are that In time It will replace 
oil meal and cotton seed meal In the 
districts where these products are not 
home grown. 

Soy beau meal contains more pro- 
tein than the beat grade of cotton 
seed meal and makes a good feed for 
both cattle and hogs. Soy bean straw 
after the beans are threshed out 
makes a fairly good roughage and 
when cut for hay Is equal to alfalfa. 
The plant Is a legume and conse- 
quently a soil builder.

This Is tho time of year to start tho 
; now- peonies or beds of iieonloa, and 
to replant the old ones. Prom the 
middlo of August to tho middle of Oc- 
tober is. the very best. pooriy planting 
Boason. This Is also the n«v}t coa- 
yonlent tinie of the year, as we then 
have Uie opportunity' to atop to think 
and plan about Iheeo permanent fea- 
tures of our place,- when the sum- 
mer rush of work Is over and we are 
already beginning to look forward to 
next spring. 

Tho peony of a few generations ago 
would- hardly rocognlzo Us descend- 
ents of the present day! By the skill 
and labor of flower. growers, tho old 
fashioned peony has been .developed, 
and Improved until today It almost 
rivals the rose in beauty and size of 
bloom, and also some varitles are do- 
llclously fragrant It' outstrips the 
rose In being easier to grow, and 
hardier and freer from diseases and 
Insect peats. The peony also -pro- 
duces blooms most generously, and, 
possessing lasting qualities, Is a moat 
satisfactory flower for cutting for tho 
housQ decoration, 

.The Peonies Among The Hardiest. 
Of. All Plants Plants 
As tlio peony Is Tiardy and vigorous 
in its growth, It. will grow and anrvivo 
almost anywhere,. In- any good, ordin- 
ary garden soil, and with a minimum 
amount ^of attention. To produce a 
profusion of blooms, however, and 
blooms superb as to size and color, a 
little extra- care and attention Is a 
paying proposition. 

Almost any location will do in 
wlilch to set tho plants,— but, if Uiero 
is any choice, pick out a place that 
is moist, but not wot most of tho 
time, and:whlch has partial shade. 

Dig the holes that are to receive 
the plants 2 ft, deep and 3 ft. In dia- 
meter. Tho plants spread very rapid- 
ly, 80 place the plants about three 
feet apart each way. When digging 
tlio. holes, save only the richer top 
soil, discarding tho bottom soIL In 
the bottom of each hole, put about 6 
Inches of very well rotted manure- 
cow or. sheep manure Is best,— and 
dig It well In the soil, belng'careful 
not to lot the manure touch tho roots 
of tho plant. Tlien fill the with mix- 
ed 2-3 soil,- 1-3 fcal mold and then 
thoroughly well rotted manure and 
sand. 

Do Not Plant Too Deep 
In^placlng the plants In the holes, 
do not place tho crowns too deep,— 
only about 3 In. below the surface. 
as. too deep planting will make a 
great difference In their blooming ca- 
pacity, After tho fall planting, cov- 
er with a mulch of coarse, strawey 
nmnure. keeping it there until spring. 
In the spring, watering about tho 
roots once or twice eack week will 
encourage the blooms. Always keep 
tho soil loosely cultivated and free 
from weeds. 

Every year the peony plants re- 
quire a heavy fertilizing with stable 
manure or bone meal, as they are tho 
heartiest feeders of all garden, (lowers 
and need an abundance of plant food. 
If, for any reason, the plants do not 
seem to be doing well, In early Sep- 
tember carefully dig up the peony 
clumps with a garden fork, and divide 
so ns to leave only 4 to G eyes (which 
produce next year's shoots) on top of 



each division.. Place 'th^so divisions 
hi newlioles which; you have care- 
fully prepared for thorn lu the man- 
ner deg-cribcd abpvo.

Aipong -the many new Imndsome' 
varieties of peonlofl, there are plants 
producing all shades of blooms. For 
pure, ^yhIte, Tiiore are tho Couronno 
d'Or; a latG blooming variety with 
large, broad flowers .and golden sta- 
mens;- tho Duche5s do Nemours, 
white tinged with light green; the 
Fostiva Maxima, for early white- 
flowers borne on long atoms and in- 
ner petals slightly tinged with car- 
mine; Madame do VernovUle, a med- 
ium sized, creamy white with crink- 
ly petals and purple flaes at center; 
Mario Lo Moinc, pure white and 
cream — extra late variety; and Mon- 
sloiir Du Pont, a pure white with 
splashc/I crimson ccntor. 

Among tho pink varitles may be 
found tho Edulls Supcrba, very large,

BREEDING TESTS CONTINUED. 

After 15 years of Inbreedling and 
guinea pigs, in which more than 31,- 
000 anluinlB were used, tho United 
States Department of Agriculture Is 
continuing tho investigations with 
poultry and swine, maklag use of 
many facts developed In the tests 
with tho smaller animals. Six pons 
of White Leghorns have been set 
aside for tho purpose, and It is 
planned to breed continuously within 
each pen, using one male bird oacli 
year, A similar test will bo carried 
ou with Ave pairs ot Poland Chinas 
and four pairs of Tamworth hogs. 
This experiaieat will make possible 
a later comparison of crossing within 
a breed and between two breeds wltli 
inbrccdlnlg, 



RECORD HEIGHT REACHED BY 
WEATHER BUREAU BALLOON 

A record height for tho Waflhlnpton 
district was reached recently by the 
balloon sent up. by tho wtatber bu- 
ruaa of the United States Departnrcnt 
uf Agriculture In connection with Its 
ohsorvatlons of upper air conditions. 
The balloon was seen to burst at :!2,. 
590 motors, a height of about 13 
miles, after being watciuid 123 min- 
utes. 

Tho aerologlcnl service of iho 
wtjather bureau releases a balloon 
L'llod 'vVi?h hydrogen ga.j twice daily, 
at 8 a. m.«^nd at 3 p. m., from the' 
roof of Uie weather bureau buPdIng, 
provided there Is no rain. The object 
Is to get tlio direction and velocity of 
wind movements at varloua eleva- 
tions as far as tho balloon can be ob- 
served. These balloomj are small, 
about 21-2 feet Irr. diameter when In- 
llatod, and made of tlio finest quality 
uncolorod rubber. The watching la 
done through a tlieodolUe, and (he 
time la kept by a clock' which sounds 
an alarm every minute. The distance 
tho balloon traveis Is caliniio.tod from 
known computations of how high a 
balloon of given weight will rise per 
minute. 

Tho Information obtained is useful 
to thoao Interested In flying, and 
when recorded ou charts showing 
conditions at various elevations for 
each of tho 15 stations of th6 weather 
bureau scattered over tho United 
States which make these particular 
observations it is an aid in tlio dally 
task of weather forecasting. An un- 
usual point in connection with this 
record height reached on Aug. 17 was 
the fact that, altlmugh tho general 
drift of winds in Uio Washington dig- 
trict Is from west to east, the prevail- 
ing winds on this day wore from east 
and nortUeast.

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Total Eclipse 
of tte Sun on 
September 21 



Tho fact that you <lo not live on the 
east coast of Africa, Australia or ou 
Islands in the southern PacIIIc ocean 
relieves you of the unplGasantncss of 
a dark day, September 21. 

Ofl that date, according to Prof 
Edwin B. Fraat of tho . University 
of Chicago and director of tho 
Yerkca obaorvalory, a total solar 
GcUpse will occur over that region, 

Tho. moou, coming between the 
earth and tho sun, will cast a 
shadow which will sweep over the 
southern sea from a point off tho 
eastern const of. Africa near the 
equotor. cross a few scattered Islands 
and tho continent of Australia and 
tlion out to the southern Pacinc ocean, 
ho said. 

This train of the shadow will bo 
about 115 miles wide. Tho duration 
of totality at different points will 
vary from three to sl.^ minutes and 
Professor Frost declared this to be 
an unusually long eclipse. 

Expeditions from various astronoml- 
cal institutions will be established 
at favorable points to study the 
eclipse. 

Tho total eclipse of Uio sun al- 
ways has been one of nature's most 
thrilling Bpeetaclea/' said Professor 
Frost "It gives a momentary 
glimpse of tho . mystcriouH veil sur- 
rounding tho sun, called Uio. corona, 
which is never visible at any other, 
time. Gigantic rosy eruptions of 
ilowlng gas also may be seen along 
the rim of the eclipsed sun." 

September 10. 1923. ho said, a to- 
tal solar eclipse will touch the coast 
of tho United States at Santa Bar- 
bara and San Diego. Cal. Tho islands 
off the Pacillc coast, notably Santa 
Catallna, will be well situated for sta- 
tions. The track of tho shadow will 
sweep southeast across Mexico, Pre- 
parations for obHer\'ing this ecllpso 
already have been stated by several 
American observatories. 

After tho one of 1923, the next 
total solar ocUpso that can be ob- 
served under favorable conditions in 
United States will ho August 21, 

2017.

bake In a moderate oven 4G. minutes 
Cover with: 

Ico Cream Froatlng.— Boll to a 
thread two cupfuls of sugar and six 
tablespoonfuls of water; ponr tlio 
sirup gradually over two well-beaten 
^^^ whites; beat until thick, Ilnvor with 
vanilla nnd spread over the cake. ^ 

Sponflo Cake.— Beat the yolks of six 
eggs until thick; add one cupful of 
sugar gradually and continue beating; 
adfi ono tablespoouful of lemon Juice 
nnd grnted rind of half a lemon and 
whites of egKS beaten stllT. When the 
whites are partially mixed put hi one 
cupful of flour and a little salt Bake 
one hour in iin angel food pun. 

Almond Cake. — Cream one-third of 
a cupful of butter; add one cupful of 
sugar, one-fourth of n cupful of milk 
the yolks of six eggs beaten, and one 
cupful of flour sifted with one tea- 
spoonful of balcing powder. Flavor 
with the grated rind of one lemon 
Beat the whites of the eggs until atirr* 
add one cupful of sugar and one cnpl 
ful of chopped nhnondg. Put on ton 
of tho cake when It Is ready for the 
oven. Bnkelnaslowoven. This may ' 
be baked In layers and put together j 
with whipped cream, nmking a perfect- 
ly dcllcloua cake.

At the present time, tlje resump- 
tion of coal shipments la seriously af- 
fecting tho movement of sand and 
stone tor road purposes. Under tho 
priority orders of the interstate Com- 
merce Commission, open top cars 
have all been placed in the coal ser- 
vice and except In a few cases tho 
only opportiinity of using these cars 
for stone or sand shipments ia.ln tho 
case of back haul to the mines.

How the Vacuum Tube Radio 

Receiver Can Be Made 

Regenerative. 

If It wero not for the bends In the 
cliprncterUtlc .curve, tlie thrce-olec- 
trodo vacuum tube could liot be made 
to produce osclHntlona of constant urn- 
pntudo when self excited. It Is easily 
ficen that If tlie churucterlstlc curve 
wero a straight line, the oi)erfttIon of 
the tabe would be so unstublo as to 
render the tubo useless as an oscilla- 
tion generator. A tlilrd condition of 
Tclntlve values of potential variations 
can exist, that Is, when the grid cir- 
cuit potential variations are "less than 
the potential variations existing In the 
tuned circuit between the points X and 
X When tills condition exists, the 
oscUIaUons In the tuned circuit cannot 
1)0 ranlntalnod but the decrease In rim- 
pHtude In tlio tuned circuit oscillations 
win reduce the grid excitation, and Uie 
tube win finally cease to oscillate. 

Thus Oie coupling that exists be- 
tween tho plate circuit through the 
tuned circuit Inductance L and the 
grid circuit througli'the Inductance 1, 
control the conditions that will or will 
not cause the tube to act as a gener- 
ntor of undamped osclllutlons. 

Suppose that the coupling existing 
between the two colls L and 1 Is such 
that the tubo Is. generating oscillations. 
If the coupling be reduced, that Is If 
the colls be moved farther apart It will 
require greater and greater variations 
In potential In the coll L to maintain 
tho same variations In the coll I. TlUs 
weakening of the plate to grid coupling 
causes stronger oscUhitlona In the 



either mftgnettc or electstatlc cou- 
pling. 

In Figure XXXVI the tube was made 
self exciting by coupling nn Inductance 
connected In the grid circuit to L, 
an Inductance hi the tune plate circuit. 
A development of tills circuit la shown 
In Figure XXXIX. 

Here tho energy, Instead of being 
directly coupled from the plate to the 
grid circuit, Is first necessary to an 
intermediate circuit, M-N, and Uien to 
tho grid circuit. It Is necessary of 
course, that the circuit X-Y and M-N 
have the same natural period, that Is 
to say, they must be tuned to the samo 
frequency. If tho frequency Is rela- 
tively liigh, the condenser Q can be 
dispensed with, and tl»e capacity of tlie 
pinto to filament used as u portion of 
the oscillation plate circuit 

Tho circuit as shown In Fig. XXXIX 
Is Inherently the circuit used In low 
power undamped or continuous wave 
radio telegraph transmitters. By sub- 
stituting In the oscillating circuit M-N 
the capacity of an antenna with .re- 
spect to the ground, wc have the con* 
tlnuous transmitter shown In Fig. XL, 

By placing, a key in the "B" or plate' 
battqry to turn the pinto buttery off 
and on the start and stop, the tube os- 
cillating dots and dashes can be sent 
out by varying the coupling between 
tlio grid nnd plate colls I and L and 
the antenna circuit, the transmitter Is 
adjusted for maximum power output. 
To adjust the wave length the value of 
the antenna Inductance la varied. -f

From the foregoing short discussion

ftcntlnl nt radio frequency, or by excit-. 
itng the tube externally by, for exam- 
ple, on Incoming radio signal, the 
amplified plato circuit variations In 
potential can be 'fed back Into the grid 
nnd held to further Increase the ampli- 
tude of tho plate circuit variations. Iii 
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the former conditions tho tubo la used 
In continuous wave telegraphy and in 
radiophone transmitters.

A lly trap, whlcii appears from ex- 
tensive tests made by the United 
States Department of Agriculture to 
be best for elTectlve trapping, durabil- 
ity, ease of construction and repair, 
and cheapness, may be made as fol- 
lows ; 

It consists essentially of a screen 
cj'Under witli a frame made of bar- 
rel hoops, In the bottom of whicli Is In- 
serted a screen cone, the height of 
the cylinder Is 24 inches, the diameter 
18 Inches, nnd the cone Is 22 Inches 
high, and 18 Inches In diameter at tlie 
base. The material necessary, for this 
trap consists of four new or second- 
Imnd wooden barrel hoops, one biurei 
head, four laths, 10 feet of strips one 
to one and oue-hnlf Inches wide oy

boxes will Bumce), 01 linear Inches of 
12 or 14 mesh galvanUed screening 
24 Inches wide for the side of tlie trap 
and 41 Inches of screening 20 Inches 
wide for tlie cone nnd door, an ounce 
of carpet tacks, and two turn buttons, 
which may bo made of wood. 
Plan of Construction. 

In constructing the trap two of tlie 
hoops are bent l^^a _clrcle (18 Inches 
In diameter on the'lnslde, nnd nailed 
together, the ends being trimmed lo 
give n close fit These form the bot- 
tom of the frame (A), nnd the otJier 
two, prepared in n similar way, the top 
(B). The top (0) of the trap Is made 
of an ordinary barrel head wltli the 
bevel edge sawed ofC sulliclently to 
cause ithe head to fit closely In tlie 
hoops and allow secure nailing. A 
square, 10 Inches on the side. Is cut 
out. of the center of the top to form a 
door. 

Portions of tlie Top. 

The portions of the top (barrel head) 
are held together by Inch strips (D) 
placed around the opening one-half 
Inch from the edge to form u jamb for 
the door. The door consists of a nar- 
row frame (E) covered with screen 
(F)' well fitted to the trap and held 
In place (not hinged) by buttons (G). 
The top Is then nailed In the upper 
hoops and the sides (H) formed by 
closely tacking screen wire on the 
outside of the hoops. Four laths (I) 
(or llgiit strips) are nailed to the 
hoops on the outside of the trap to 
act as supports between the hoops, and 
the ends arc allowed to project one 
Inch nt the bottom to form legs (J).

When ^orae members af n family nro 
strongly prejudiced agahist such fla- 
vors as onion, curry, bay leaf, garlic 
or celery, while others deplore the lack 
of these flavors In cookery, cUc house* 
keeper Is at a loss to. know how to 
suit everybody. As a rule, however, 
the most skUlful cooks are tliose who 
Icnow how to use just a suggestion oC 
fluvorhig where it adds greatly to tho 
effect of a dish but almost defies do- 
tcctloD. Thus a salad Is Indefinably 
better for having a bit of garlic rubbed' 
uround tlie bowl In which the dressing 
Is mixed; an oxtail soup Is Improved 
by a thin half slice of lemon added to 
each portion nt serving time; veal cut- 
let is tastier If a few drops of lemon,/ 
onion juice and Worcestershire sauco 
are sprinkled over the meat before Iti 
Is cooked; white sauce for crdaraedC 
chicken Is just "dlflTerent" for having/ 
a snltsponnful (or even one-quarter ol*; 
that amount) of curry powder ndded.l 
even though It Is lo be served to pei> 
sons who would ordinarily have noth- 
ln(f to do wltli curtled chicken. 

To use onion flavor 80 that It will'' 
not be objectionable to those who dls- 
like to meet a chunk of onion In any 
dish, the United States^Department of! 
Agriculture suggests SQueezIng tho 
juice out witli a lemon squeezer. To 
flavor a milk soup or sauce with onion 
or celery a few pieces of oltlier mnK 
be cooked with the milk a few minutes 
and tlien removed before the soup la- 
completcd. Bay leaf Judiciously used 
gives a touch to many soaps, gravies 
and jellied stocks which Is pleasing If: 
sufllclcntly masked. The secret ofj 
clever flavoring Is to add unusual Uw 
gredlents delicately and not obtruJ 
slvely. ^

Sticky fly papers ore of some valuo 
In destroying flies that have gained' 
access to houses, but they havo 
marked limitations and numerous ob- 
jectionable features. For use 6ut oC 
d6ors traps are much more effective 
and economical. 

The following method of preparlngi 
lly paper Is given In Farmers' Bulletin] 
734 recently reissued by tlio United' 
States Department of Agriculture; 

"Take two pounds of rosln.antf one 
pint of castor oil, heat together until 
It looks like molasses. Take nn ordi- 
nary paint brush and smear while hot 
on any kind of paper — an old news- 
paper Is good — and place several abouti 
the room. A dozen of these may bo 
made at n cost of one cent." 



QUALITY OF CREAM TO WHIP 

Material Should Contain at Least 30 

Per Cent of Butter Fat and 

Kept Very Cold. 

The best cream to whip Is good, rich,' 
raw cream, from 24 to 48 hours old, 
says the United States Department of| 
Agriculture. It should contain at least 
30 ■ per cent butter fat to produce 
Ideal results, and be kept very cold. 
Pasteurization tends to lower tho' 
whipping quality of tho cream, and, 
homogcnlzntlon Is very harmful to It, 
Omblned they practically destroy tlio 
value of cream for whipping.

nilnlstnitlon oC Nauru 

Island, a dot of land, 12 miles In cir- 
cumference just south of the equator, 
and between the Murtihall and Solo- 
mon Islund.s groups. Nauru would be 
n Utile over 2,0Q0 miles from Java. 
This diminutive Island has n.OOO acres 
and IH famous for ita vuhi-hle deposits 
of Uie highest grade of phosphate of 
lime— a magic soil fertilizer. 

Thirty years ago Nauru was nn Island 
no one thought much about, as no one 
realized tlie immense wealth that lay 
deep and anug among the coral pinna- 
cles of the low-set hills In thfi center of 
the Island. American whalers would 
call la those days for wa^or and pump- 
, -Jiins, and the natives then got the repu- 
. tntlon of being so liospitahle tJiat the 
Island was culled I'leasant. Miav 
American whaling activities ceased In 
the Soutli PnclHc, few ships ever 
touched at Nauru. Then came the 
Germans, who tiwk possession ,t>f the 
Island and named It Nauru. liut even 
tho Germans were not aware of the 
great value of the Island. 

One day n British vessel put In for 
Huppllea of wateo On board was an 
exi)ort in phosphate and guano. This 
num. roaming about the hills, soon 
formed an opinion of Nauru which was 
to change It from an Island of no con- 
aequenco .Into a veritable treasure 
house of one of tho most needed acces- 
sories, assuring tlie harvests of the 
agricultural world,, To make a long 
Btory a short one. in two years' time 
« vnst Industry was organized with 
every modern appliance of. machinery 
and every comfort and convenience for 
n largo sclontlllc and clerical stjiff, and 
3iundrcdH of Chinese and natives from 
other South Paclflc Islands were husily 
engaged digging and lilasting out in 
thousands of tons every month tlie 
'precious phosphate. Ships canie from 
«very country In the world to carry 
nwny tho wonderful fortlllKcr; thou- 
f^nnds of tons a month grew to hun- 
dreds of thousands of tons a year, and 
still the Jitlls of tho tiny Island loolc 
ns If tJiey have only been Bcratehod. 
Both British and German experts have 
estimated there are nearly flfty nillllon 
tons of tb.c phosphate, and that many 
generations will come and go before 
-Kauni Is t*xliausted. 
' Tlio bouuteousncss of Nature Ib 
shown In the composition of this magic 
product — phosphate of lime. For years 
— It Is Impossible to tell how many — 
countless numbers of sen birds wore 
nttracted to this tiny Island, where 
neither man nor animal disturbed 
them, hnO, where they found tho super- 
nbundnncd of fish usual to deepsca 
cornl islands. The birds. suhslsted on 
flsh and created vast deposits of guano, 
rich in pliosphnfe, which, mingling 
with tho coral rock rich In lime, were 
Irnnaformed by nntural processes, ns- 
Klsted by periodic copious rains, nltcr- 
ntfto droughts, and occasional and com- 



plete submergings of the island by the 
sea, Into that potent, chemical factor 
phosphate of lime, l^oday scarcely a 
bird Is to be seen on the Island ; but a 
rich treasure has been handed over to 
the use and Ingenuity of men. 

Though the Island was -German 
owned. It was British enterprise tliat 
began the phosphate Industry, and 
until the war the utmost harmony ex- 
isted between the British and German 
employees and the Gerumn adminis- 
tration. 

Tills phosphate Industry comprises a 
settlement having many miles of elec- 
tric and steam trains, telephones, elec- 
tric light, fresh and salt water systems, 
refrigerators, and a fine sewernge sys- 
tem. There are liospUnls for the 
whites, the Chinese, and the natives 
under. Europeaa doctors and nurses. 

There are great- public laundries, ex- 
cellent houses for married and single 
wnrlcLTH, a public ball, attractive recre- 
ation and rending rooms, and well laid 
out grounds for outdoor sports. There 
is, moreover, one of the most powerful 
.wireless Installations In tlie world, and 
ships aro every week bringing news 
and supplies. 

Nauru Island, idthough only 331-3 
miles south of the equator, Is one of 
tho healthiest spots on oartb, malaria 
and other tropical ailments being un- 
known, and the white community Is 
one of the jolllest and happiest of tlie 
Island world. 

Of .special Interest arc the natives of 
Nauru, some 2,000 In nil, ruled by a 
native king— a very remarkable man. 
When In 1014 the British took over the 
administration of this Island from the 
Germans, theirllrst care was to make 
the condition of the natives more satis- 
factory than It bad been; though they 
hud never been exploited by the phos- 
phate Industry. Under their, king, 
Oweltla by name, they accei)tod n gov- 
ernment having laws partly British 
and partly native or tribal. They were 
encouraged to clean up the Islnnd, Im- 
prove the coconut plantations, and to 
work for good wages In the phosphate 
Ilelds. This they have done with the 
result that they ure a happy and con- 
tented race, enjoying perfect health 
and having every comfort a native peo- 
ple can desire. Within the last throe 
months British administration Ims 
given place to Australian, but the same 
excellent regime Is being maintained. 

Tho Nauruans are noted for their 
good manners, the smallest child bow- 
ing to a strangef with the utmost 
grace and wishing, In a greeting, every 
blessing that one kind heart can de- 
sire for another. The Nauru women 
are accounted by many travelers the 
handsomest, best-flgured woaien In the 
Paclilc, and certainly In their festive 
and dance dresses they show a dis- 
tinction In taste and designs which Is 
truly remarkable. Their dances are 
clever and not at all monotonous, 
while their singing and chanting have 
real melody. ; 

ICvery native man nnd hoy, and a 
good many young women, possess 
bicycles, and most picturosque-cycllsts 
they make In their coconut (Iber ridls. 
or loin clothes. Practically every 
house lias a sewing mnehlne, which Is 
put to many uses, but now that tho 



native dre.S3 Is going out of fasblon- 
whlch Is a pity— shirt and dressmak- 
ing have become a part of the house- 
hold duties of the women; Indeed, the 
men are often found to he quite ex- 
pert tailors. 

The national sport of the Nauruans 
la frigate-bird capturing. The great- 
est ambition of a native Is to own 
more of these mopy-looking birds than 
any other native of his village. The 
tribal wealth of a native is estimated 
by the number of well-nilcd roosts of 
frigate birds that he can maintain; 
and maintenance, It may be added, 
means much fishing to feed the birds. 
Iliese birds, uninteresting and always 
apparently asleep on the roost, are 
capable of nn alpiost liuinan cunulng 
la the manner In wbldi, as decoys, 
(hoy can he trained to capture other 
birds.. On festival days, whole villages 
meet to coatest supremacy la their de- 
coy birds. The king presides over the 
lonrnament. nnd the roosts are sot up, 
that of cacli. village by Itself,. When 
the decoy IJrds are set free not a wilrl 
bird caa be seen or heard. Up sonr 
the decoys until lost to sight. Then, 
presently, the air Is rent by the 
screams of wild birds gradually en- 
ticed to the roosts with the tethered 
tame birds. As they approach the 
ronst.s, becoming suspicious of the men 
hidden beneath them, the wild birds, 
deciding timt matters have gone fnr 
enough, try to snar^ away. Now the 
real labor begins. With opca bills and 
wide-spread wings the decoys attack 
tlielr victims, bar their wny, head 
tliern off, circling round and above 
them until they are driven to the 
roosts, bpllled and eshnusteil. 

At the end of the tournaaient a 
couat Is made, and the vlllnge and the 
villager with tho largest number of 
captive birds to their credit are pub- 
licly praised by the king, whereupon 
feasting and dancing begin. 

Small as Nauru Is, It Is a very beau- 
tiful Island. A fine road, entirely coco- 
nut-palm shaded, encircles the Island, 
making h pleasant walking, driving 
nnd riding space for the white Inhab- 
itants. In the hlils are many Ingouns 
of great beauty, the clear waters re- 
llectlng the villages, coral rocks nnd 
palms. The natives own aitas of la- 
goons, as they do areas o^ land. In 
fenced-in portions of which 'dioy keep 
Hsli for food. These fish get so tame 
that they can be caught In the hand. 

Nauru will always be prominent In 
the South Pacific owing to Us commer- 
cial Importance, but the day ■will sure- 
ly come when regular tourist steamers 
will visit this new nnd interesting 
treasure Island, nnd tho world wHl 
come to realize the wonders of Its 
phosphate Industry, the charm of Ita 
natives, and the beauties of its 
scenery. 

Tho pictures shown herewith give 
glimpses of life on Nauru. That on 
llio upper left shows natives at work 
In the phosphate deposits. Tlie upper 
right reveals a view of the railway 
line. The lower left shows a lagoon, 
of which an area Is fenced In; In these 
pens the natives keep llsli brought 
from the .sea that they may be caught 
as occasion demands, llie lower right 
shows a residential street.

Thus the hose supporter was 
born. It Is not related whether Kant 
patented the contrlvrtnco or If the In- 
vention antedated tlio "Critique of 
Pure Reason." — Le Petit Parlslcn. 



Earliest Explorations of Canada. 

Leif Krlcsyftn, a Norseman, led an 
expedition from. Greenland probably to 
tho shores of Canada, about 1000 A. D. 
.John Cabot (English) visited Canada 
In 1407. In 1C34 a Frenchman, 



Jacques Cartler, entered the Gulf of 
St. Tjawrence, and the lollowlag yeai 
.sailed up as far as the present site oi 
Jlontrenl. In ](X)3 Cbnmplaln, n 
Frenchnmn, sailed up the St. Law- 
rence. The next year he was on the 
Bay oC Funday and i)iirticlpntt'd In 
tho founding of the nrst perninncnl 
French colony In North America — 
Port Itoyal (now Annapolis), Nova 
Scotia. In IGOS Champlaln founded 
Quchec. From this time until he die<l 
la lOafi. Champlaln worked Incesaantlj 
to hold Canada as a French colony.

FREED GROOWI OF WIFE'S DEBT 



Sometimes She Wore Only a Sheet, 
but Nobody Objected — Embarrass- 
ment Often Relieved by Happy , 
Man Buying Trousseau. 

Bangor, Me. — A Bangor lawyer at- 
teudlng court in the aucicnt town of 
Wiscusset, Lincoln county, spent a 
rahiy afternoon rummaging through 
the colonial records of the place, and 
In tiio course of his reading caine 
across the olllclal registration of a 
"smock marriage.*' Not knowing what 
a "smock marriage" was, he looked 
further and got some light on a cus- 
tom that prevailed In England and In 
some of the colonies as well In the 
Eighteenth century. 

Smock marriages were weddings 
where the bride appeared dressed oaly 
In a white chemise or sheeu The 
reason for It was the belief that if a 
man married a woman who was hi 
debt ho could be held liable for what 
she owed if he received with her any I 
of her property; nnd diso that if a 
woman married a man who was In debt 
his •creditors coulil not lake her prop- 
erty to satisfy their claims if he had 
received nothing from her at marriage. 
In England, says an antiquarian, there 
was at least one case where a bride 
was In purls naturallbus while tlie 
cercinouy was being performed In the 
great church at Birmingham. The 
ndnlster at ilrst refused to perform 
the ceremony, but he could l\nd noth- 
ing in the rubric to Justify a refusal, so 
he amrrled the paU". 

Use VarioiJs Expedients, 

To carry out the law fully as the 
people understood It the ceremony 
should always have been performed 
as It was la tiie Birmingham ca^o, but 
various expedients were contrived to 
get arouod It. Sometimes the bride 
stood III; a closet, and put her hand 
through *tt hole In the door; some- 
times she stood liohlnd a cloth screen 
and put her baud out at one side; 
ngnirt, she would wind about her a 
white sheet furnished by the bride- 
groom; Honietimes she stoful In lier 
chemise, or "smock." Kventunlly, In 
Essex county, Immodesty and embar- 
rassmcut were avoided by tlie groom 
furnishing all the clothes worn by tlie 
bride, retaining title to the same in 
himself. This he did In the iiresonce 
of wituciwoa, that he might he able 
to prove the fact In the event that he 
was sued for any debts aho might have 
contracted. * . 

A niarrlage of this kind was per- 
formed in Bradford hi 1773, the fol- 
lowing being a true copy of the rec- 
ord: 

A "Foxy" Bridegroom. 

"Bradford, Dee. ye 24, 1773. 

"This may certifle whomsoever it 
may concemo that James Bailey of 
Bradford who was married to the 
widow Blavy Bacon November 21i last 
past by me ye subscriber then de- 
clared, that he took the said t>crson 
without anything of estate and that 
Lydia the wife of Ellazer Burbank & 
Mary the wife of Thomas Stlckney & 
Blargaret the wife of Caleb Burbank 
all" of Bradford were witnesses that 
the clothes slui then had on were of 
bis providing nnd bestowing upon her. 
"WIIJjIASJ BALCn, minister of ye 

Gospel." 

It is noted by the same writer that 
In nil cases of sriiock marriages that 
'mve come to bis knowledge the brides 
have been widows. It Is thought that 
during the reign of George III thei^ 
A'ero many timocl: mari'lagcs In Maine, 
then part of. the Province of Massa- 
^hur,ctta Bay, chiefly In the Counties of 
UncoUi, and York, or in the territory 



that now Is so km>\vn. One .such mar- 
riage Is reportetl In tlie arcldves of 
the Town of Friendship, Knox Coun- 
ty, originally known as Meduncook 
(signifying .Sandy Harbor). It Is also 
one of the few Instances In Maine his- 
tory where advantage was taken of 
the provision of the biw that, in a 
community where there resided neith- 
er minister nor magistrate n man and 
woman who njipeared before wit- 
nesses, read the niarrlage ser\'lce to 
each other and slpied a marriage 
agreement became lawfully wedded. 
Married Themselves. 

.Such a marriage was performed in 
1772, and the record on tlie town 
bonks rends: 

"Certlllcate— This may certify all 
whnin it concerns that W. Ehvell of 
Meduncook hath been duly published 
to Ilaamdi Thomas of .Meduncook. 

"(SIM). SEDATE WADSWOUTH. 
"clerk Meduncook April ye ISth 1772." 



"aieduncook. May 12th. 1772.— 
Whereas tlie subscribers, Wm. ElwcU 
and Ilaimah Tboiuus, being lawfully 
published & desirous of entering Into 
the holy state of Marriage & being 
confined in a place where there l.s 
neither u ndnlster or if magistrate, do 
by these jiresents & In the presence 
of Almighty God ^S; before these wit- 
nesses that may .sign tills Instrnnumt, 
engage & do take ei'^lii other as man 
lind wife, accordhig" '\i..,liie laws of 
God and man, according, to the best 
of our capacities <& as though we were 
married by a magistrate or minister. 
In witness whereof we have hereunto 
set our bands; 
"WILLIAM ELWELL 
"HAXNAH TITOilAS, her X mark." 

"Signed lu tlie presence of we, tho 
subscribers, tt that the man took her, 
as wore naked and gave her clothes 
to put ou — Wm. E. Frost, Sumtiel Con- 
don, Cornelius Morton, JIary Condon 
her X murk, Otis Biukham, Jtercy \V. 
Larry her X mark. 

"N. B.— Wm. Elwcll .t Ilannali 
Thomas took tho commun prayer book 
after tliey had signed the above ,in- 
struaieat & read tho churcli ceremony 
of marriage to each other In serious 
manner before tho witnesses to tlie 
above . instrument before me — Wm. 
Frost. 

"Tlio aforesaid AVilllam Elwell & 
llannnh Thomas were married In the 
above manner, May ll'th, 1772 — tlifilr 
Ilrst child, named Hannah, was born 
June ye 2Ist, 1773; their second, a 
son, named Ellas, born April ye Ctli, 
1770." 

There Is nothing to show that tlie 
practice of smock marriage outlived 
the llevolutioa. In Maine, uil to 18r)2, 
a husband was liable for debts of his 
wife contracted before murrlage, and 
no such subterfuge as tlie smock mar- 
riage could relieve hlin, considering 
the glory ot the bridal finery of today.

"The day of 'faked' pedigrees Is 
past. Wlmt the modern American la 
seeking Is' the trutli about his fore- 
Iiears, traced bacl;ward generation by 
generation. 

"They are particularly Interested In 
the new field for genealpffical research 
that has recenlly been opened up, tho 
deposition books of the old courts. 
This has not yet been properly cs- 
lilolled, for In many Instaaccs the r(ic- 
ords of the ecclesiastical and common 
law courts and tlie court of chancery 
are not yet open to public Inspection. 

"The fascination of these hooks Is 
that they are not mere lists of names 
and dates. The very words spoken by 
the i)arties and the witnesses to these 
old disputes are presei'ved, so that the 
authentic voice of one's ancestors may 
be heard down the centuries."
